SUMMAEY. 


* , 1. Tile most salient feature of tlie year 1902-1903, distinguisliiug it espe- Introduction, 
ciajly fi’OM- the other years of the last decade, was the complete disappearance 
•oithe famine, which liad prevailed for a succession of seasons througliont the 
length and breadth of the Presidency. The season set in ominously and the 
holding off of the monsoon in all the most seriously affected districts gave rise 
to the gravest anxiety, which was, however, dispelled by an abundant rainfall 
towards the end of the month of August. The numbers in receipt of relief, 
wl^joh had reached the high figure of 400,000 souls, immediately declined, and 
;Jt was found possible to close all relief works before the beginning of the year 
1903. The favourable season made its influence felt in every direction and all 
classes benefited, hut only an unbroken succession of good years could entirely 
'"oliliterate every trace of the late famine. With the subsidence of famine, 
however, there was no sign of abatement in plague, Avhich gathered strength 
during the year and penetrated into districts hitherto immune. The mortality 
from this cause was higher than in any previous year since the outbreak of the 
eufdemic. In other respects the improvement of the preceding year in the 
pub^c health was fully maintained and there was a further large reduction in 
-•ihe number of cholera and small-pox cases. The area under cultivation increased 
throughout the Presidency proper, but was reduced in Sind in consequence of 
unusually low inundation. The return to normal conditions had the effect 
0 ? causing a marked decrease in crime, dacoity in particular being less frequent 
than in recent years. At the same time the Police were less successful in their 
efforts to trace and recover stolen property. A decrease in civil litigation was 
traceable to the disintegrating influence of the jflague. To the same cause 
must he attributed an apparent retrogression in education owing to a much 
reduced attendance towards the close of the year. In reality, however, due 
allowance being made for the disorganization caused by plague, a distinct pro- 
p'ess was visible in practically every branch of public instruction. The finan- 
cial,resnlts of the year were satisfactory, large increases in the salt and opium 
. *(!venues indicating returning prosperity. A favourable season throughout the 
Presidency proper resulted in an ' increase of 64 lakhs in the Land Revenue 
collections for the revenue year in spite of the decreased cultivation' in Sind. 

One of the most prominent features of the year was the impetus given to 
trade by the more favourable seasonal conditions. The soa-borne trade of the 
Presidency increased in value by more than oneororeof rupees, notwithstanding 
a very heavy decrease in the*value of the coasting trade consequent upon an 
arrest in the movements of food-stuffs. This decrease with a large advance in 
the exports of grain marked the revival of agricultural prospa’ity. 

2. Throughout the year the Right Honourable Henry Stafford Baron North- Personnel of 
cote, G.O.I.B., continued to hold the office of Governor and President in ^^i^ihiistration. 
Council, while the posts of Second and Third Members of Council were rospect-

3, His jSxoellenGy tlie Governoi' left Mahabaleslivar for Poona ono Sth 
June 1902. Short visits were paid to Sholapur (16th — -lOth July) and to 
'Bomhay (2lSt — 2^ud July and 25th — 27th August), On Sth October Hig 
Excellency proceeded from Poona to Mahabaleshvar, returning again on the 
lOth N’ovember. On 18th November he travelled to Broach and omthe 20th 
to Ahmedabad vid Mehmadahad. On 26th November he left '’Ahmedabad for 
Talod, where he remained three days, and arrived in Bombay on 28th Novena]i.Qr.^ 
The following day His Excellency travelled to Thana, ' proceeding thence to 
Poona on the 30th. His Excellency left Poona for Bombay on 9th December 
and on the 22ncl proceeded to Delhi, returning to Bombay on 14/th January 
1903. Brief visits were paid to Poona {3rd — 4th Eehruary) and to Surat 
(13th — 17th February) and on the 31st March His Excellency loft Bonahay 
for Aden. On the 16th April the Governor returned to Bombay en rauie 
for Mahabaleshvar, where he arrived on April I7th. 

4i. Plague was prevalent during the year ending the Slst May 1903ptn'’a'^ 
greater extent than in the preceding year, the figures being —

During the mouth of June 1902 the usual general subsidence of plague 
took place, the numbers of cases and deaths reported being 2,317 and 1,54/3'' 
respectively. The figures rose during July (6,663 cases, 4,371 deaths), August 
(18,651 cases, 12,897 deaths), September (36,432 oases, 26,806 deaths), and OoteJ"*' 
her (45,091 oases, 83,286 deaths) ; a slight improvement was noticeable during ■ 
November (36,049 cases, 27,438 deaths), hut it was only temporary and the 
figures again rose during December (46,132 cases, 34,019 deaths), January 
(56,522 oases, 42,743 deaths), February (69,907 cases, 46,689 deaths) and March 
(58,090 cases, ^ 41,277 deaths). In the hot weather the number of cases ^vefy 
largely diminished, 26,867 oases and 22,073 deaths being rG 23 orted in April ‘hncl 
6,708 oases and 5,455 cleaths in May. 

In Bombay City the disease was at its worst during Eehruary (3,969 casea 

3,499 deaths), March (6,571 oases, 6,871 deaths) and April (6,362 oLes, 5 73S 
deaths). ' 


In Karachi the disease was present throughout the year, becoming epidemic 
from December 1902 until the end of the year. There were 3,017 cases and 
2,619 deaths in all. 


Districts and Agencies most seriously affected were Satiira, Belgaun?» 
Dfi4rwar and Kolhapur and Southern Mardtha Country. Plague was also 
present m every other district and political agency except Upper Bind, Pdiammr^ 
and Savantvadi, and was epidemic in the districts of Ahmedabad, PamSN 
Mahals, Kaira, Broach, Surat, Thana, Khandesh, Ndsik, Poona, Sholapur 
Abmednagar, Kolaba, Hatnagiri, Kanara, Biidpur and Hyderabad and in the 
Cufoh, Cambay, Akalkot, Aundh, Savanur, Janjira, Sachin and Bhor States

policy during the year. The control of plague administration in the Stvof 
Poona wns tiansferred to the Poona City Municipality. In September 1902 
IgharaudAnandonthEfB. B. & 0. I. Hailway, Kalydn on the G UP ' 
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Bail^ay, and Poona and Gadag on the S. M. Hailway were again* made meclioal 
inap^tion stations. In April 1903 the inspection stations at P^lghar, A'nand 
and Gadag were closed, while Manmar on the G. I. P. Eailway, Hotgi and 
Bijapnr on the S. M. P^ailway, and Ahoiedabad and Asarvaion tlie Ahmedahad- 
Parantij* Bail way were opened. Sea inspection under the Venice Sanitary 
Convention Regulations continued on the same lines as in the previous years. 


^ * The incidence of the disease among Eurojieans was as follows : — Bomhay 
Oit;^ 17 cases, 4 deaths during the year under report, as against 20 oases, 13 
deaths in the jirevions year ; in the mofussil 2 cases and no death as against 3 
cases and 1 death last year.

5. Out of the 363 Native States underthe political control of the Bomhay 
Government, 15 were under British administration at the beginning of tbe year. 
The principal changes in the administration of those States that took place during 
year were (1) the installation of His Highness the Jdm Saheb of Navanagar 
in the IJdthiiiwtlr Agency and of the Chief of Suuth in the Pfcwa Eantha Political 
—Agency upon attaining majority, (2) the abolition of the Khdndesh Poli- 
tical Agency, the BSugs coming under the control of the Political Agent, 
Surat, ”^3) the redistribution of the Suh-divisions of the Kathiawar Agency so 
Ss to form 3 subordinate agencies. 


There was a very marked improvement in the season generally, tbe rains 
being abundant, though late and in some places irregular. ' The rabi crops 
yielded good outturns in all tbe Gujarat States, with the exception of the Palan- 
• pur Agency, where locusts did much damage. Heavy rains in December ruined 
the crops in two talukas of Sangli and in Kurundvad Senior, but on the whole 
*be season was favourable throughout the Dakhau. Prices were generally easier 
.than in the previous year, and all famine relief works were'j closed by the end 
of •the monsoon. Public health improved and the birth-rate rose every- 
■ "'where, but there was a material increase in the number of deaths on account 
of plague, which in range and virulence surpassed the record of previous years. 
Palanpiur and Savantvddi were the only States entirely free from the scourge, 
every other State suffering from it more or less severely. The most seriously 
•affected Agency was that of the Kolhapur and the Southern Mahratta Country, in 
the latter of which alone there were more than 18,000 deaths from plague. The 
decrease in violent crime noticed in the preceding year was fully main- 
tained, daooity especially showing a very satisfactory diminution. Plague 
was mainly responsible for a falling off in registration and civil litigation in the 
majority of States, as well as for a decrease in the number of schools and the 
attendance of pupils. The aggregate revenue collections for the year amounted 
to Bs. 3,93,35,483, an inorease of Bs. 1,72,295 over the previous year, but still 
. considerably below the normal. The decline in the sea-borne trade *31 Ontch 


Nativo States. 
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was arrestecl, liut the customs revenues fell oE slightly.^ The import trade tlip 
Kathidwar mafitime States showed a small reduction, but there was a further 
large inereaseTof 7| lakhs in the export trade. 

6. Operations*in ooimeotioii with the Great Trigonometrical Survey wore 
carried on by a party of the Survey of India in the Sind Districts of Sukkur, 
Hyderabad and Kariiohi. 

7. Automatic tidal observations were continued at the us;pal stations 
throughout the year, except at the Perim and Porbaudar observatorioa, wbich, 
were closed. 


8. The survey of four villages was carried out during the year in the 

Dakhan. Revised rates were introdirced in two talukas of Kolilba and Hroacli 
and in one taluka each of Thilna, Kanara and Ratntigiri. ” 

9. The party of the Survey of India at work in the Prosidency oontinu^ 
its operations in the districts of Thdna, Nasik, Ahmednagar, Khdndosh, Satara, 
Dltirwar, Bolgaum and Ratndgiri; 


10. Pending the passing of the Record of Rights Bill the work of the 
department’was confined to the 'preparation of tho Record in three tfilukas of the 
Rhandesh District, where the work was pushed on under tho special orders of the 
Collector. 


11. There was a decrease of more than 100,000 acres in tho total area 
under cultivation in the Presidency and Sind. The decline noted in tho twew" 
preceding years in the occupied area in the Northern Division was arrostod and 
every district with the exception of Thfina showed increases, the extension of 
cultivation being most marked in Ahmedabad, A large contraction in Khan'-' 
desh accounted for a decrease in tho Central Division of more than 350 000 
acres. In the Southern Division there was little variation except in the Kokl'H 
District where there was a large increase, while the occupied area in Sitid "was 
again enlarged. 

12. The Collectors had 127 estates under managoment, Tho Talukddrf 
Settlement Officer was in charge of 628 estates with a gross revenue komand 
of Rs. 12,50,000, of which Rs. 7,70,000 were realized. A special inquiry was 
conducted during the year by Mr. Robertson into the condition of the 
Ahmedabad Talukddrs. There were 526 encumbered estates under the Manaimr 
of Encumbered Estates in Sind : during the year Rs. 1,70,000 wore spont° in 
liquidation of loans and private debts, and the year closed with a credit balance ' 
of Rs. l,28,94!l.

13 Two m^sures were passed by the Bombay Legislative Council and 
assented to by His Excellency the Governor General; tho ono to 
he Bombay District Municipal Act of 1901 and the other to consolidate thh- . 
law relating to the Bombay City Police. At the close of the year there wore 
six Bills pending. 


U. Exclusive of special forces employed temporarily on plague and 
famine duty the total strength of the Police in the Presidency and Sind showed 
an increase 0 169 men, causing a corresponding increase in the cost of eZ, 
Iishment. There was a slight improvement in the education of the Police 
pnerally. No appreciable variation occurred in the number of punishment! 
inflicted except in^the case of the Bombay City Police, where the™ wLThS 
of nearly 10 q^r cent, in departmental punishments. Crime, both olnkabS 
and non-cogmzahle, showed a marked decrease on the whole althonrif 1!! 
tethe ci— CCS of the year, the improvement was 

and Smd and ciime increased m Bombay City and on the Railways... 
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wasj.liowever, except in the City of Bombay, a rise in the "amonnt 
of property stolen and a falling off in the percentage of recoveries. Tha 
decrease in serious crime observed in the previous year vras fully maintained, 
particularly in cases of dacoity. The operations in Khandesh against dacoits 
wer5 brought to a successful close by the capture of their leaders, and the Koli 
gangs on the Thdna-Nasik frontier were almost completely broken up. A 
'"nofbrious Maratha outlaw in the Poona District, Daji Shinde, was captured 
during the^ear. There was no appreciable reduction in the percentage of 
undetected cases ; but there was a small improvement in the percentage of 
oases before the Courts successfully investigated by the Police. Useful results 
were yielded by the Criminal Investigation and Identification Branches of the 
office of the Inspector-General of Police. 

15. The total number of vagrants that were admitted into or passed Vagrants. 
'thftTngh the Government Workhouses was 86, of whom 4 were females. The 
charges incurred in connection with these workhouses amounted to Ks. 6,465. 

16. There was a further increase in the number of persons killed by wild Wild Animnb 
animals and snakes, but the cattle mortality decreased by 25 per cent., in spite Snakes, 
of the mortality in Kanara rising from 680 to 758 head of cattle. The number 

of mid animals reported to have been destroyed was less by nearly 60 per cent. 

*^than in the previous year. Over one thousand new licenses to carry arms for 
. the protection of crops wore granted during the year. 

17. There was a decrease in the number of chemical analyses, chiefly Chemical 
under the Head of medico-legal examinations. Oases of human and cattle- -^“alyais. 
proisoning numbered 88 and 110, respectively, arsenic being found in over 70 

p^er cent, of the oases detected. 

* ■ •18. The number of criminal offences reported during the year was less Orimiaal Juatico 
ffiy ^,940 than in the previous year, mainly orviug to a very large diminution in 
offSuoos under the Bombay District Municipal Act. Tbe percentage of cases 
returned as true rose from 89 to 90. There was no appreciable variation in the 
]! 0 roentage of convictions and acquittals. The average duration of cases, how- 
■ ever, rose from 7 to 28 days. The number of youthful offenders dealt with iruder 
Section 31 of Act VIII of 1897 "was doubled and the ratio of convictions after 
summary trials to the total number of convictions increased from S3 to 62 per 
cent. Whipping was inflicted in a considerably greater number of cases than 
in the previous year; and the amount of fines imposed increased 19 percent. 

Jhe proportion of rejected appeals rose, hut there was a slight falling off in the * 

percentage of appeals in which the sentences wore confirmed.

* 19. There was no considerable variation in the number of persons confined Prieona, Ciyil 
■~*in tbe Prisons and Jails, but the daily average fell by 386. The health of the 
prison population improved generally, there being a very marked decrease in 
oases of malarial fever. Tbe cash earnings of convicts decreased, but there was • 

a diminution both in tbe gross expenditure and tbe cost per head. There was 
a gatisfactory decrease in the number of punishments for jail offences, especially 
of those classed as major. 

20. The pressure of famine conditions and the general prevalence oE Oiv!! Justice, 
plague conduced to a decline in Civil litigation, while the disorganizing effect of 
prlagne was largely responsible for a decrease in the number of suits disposed 
of. The average duration of contested and 'nneontested cases inoreasod 102 per 
cent, and 67 per cent., respectively. As in previous years, a very large propor- 
tion of applications for executions of decrees remained infcnotnoi;s, while 
"satisfaction in jfull was obtained in a small percentage ;of oases only. Tbe '

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amouut recovered in execution was 81 per cent, lefs tlian in tlio preceding 
^year while tlierer was a substantial decrease in the number of persons im- 
prisoned. The dei^-ease of two lakhs in the Civil Court receipts was duetto 
a smaller number of suits having been instituted during tbo year. 


21 The number of Civil Couii decrees referred to Collectors for execution 
increased by 22 per cent. The pirices realized by the sale of land in satisfaclloru., 
of decrees were, except in Sind, slightly worse than in the previous ejear. Tlicfte 
was a very substantial increase in the number of decrees settled by mutual 
agreement, but this may bav'C been due merely to the effoots of a .succession, 
of bad years. 


22. There was a small increase in the number of suits under tbo Dakjip,n 
Agriculturists’ EelicE Act filed in the Courts of Subordinate Judges, wbi(;b lyas 
counterbalanced by a corresponding decrease in tbo Courts oC Village 
The avera^'e duration of both contested and uncontested suits was sliglitiy loss 
than in the previous year. 


23. There was a large decline in the number of registrat/Lons, compulsory 
as well as optional, under Act III of 1811, partially attributable to the largo 
amount of takavi advances granted and to the prevalence of plague, A. Uiow 
office was constituted at Bbuj dm-ing the year. 

24). There was a decrease in the number of registrations under Act XVII 
of 1879, corresponding to that under the main Act, Tbo docroaBC was boavieW 
in Sdtara. 


26. There was no improvement in the condition of Joint Stoclc enterprise, 
the number of companies carrying on bu-siness at the end of tbo year having 
fallen to 401 witli a nominal capital of less than Es. 2,000 lakhs, while tbo number 
of companies that went into bquidation or were finally dissolved was agqin' high. ” 
Tlfe continued depression in the mill trade was tbo main^ factor in this dco.lincS.^'” 
Several Provident Societies in Abmedabad disappeared during the year. ^ ■ 

26. A new district Board of Larkbaua was created during tbo year. New 

Boards were constituted at Broach, where 9 ‘5 per cent, only of tbo voters cxer- r 
ciaed their privilege. An incimso oE 4.^ Idkhs in tbo aggregate income of the 
various Boards was due mainly to special grants made by Government. Tlie 
finances of the Boards were still hampered by the depressing iiifiuoncus of 
famine aud plague, but the Boards w'ere able to expend, ebiclly on civil works " 
and educatiou, a sum of nearly 45 Idklis or 4 blkbs more than in the proviops 
year. The closing balances showed an improvement of over 4 liikbs np)on tbo 
figures of the preceding year, although they were still short by nearly 6 liLlclfs 
of the normal amount in years previous to lolague and famine. *' „ 

27. The Bombay Municipality enjoyed greater prosperity than in the 
previous year, the deficit at the close of the year under report being only 
2'7 Mkhs as against 4'6, in spite of an increase of over 2 Idkbs in the expondi- 
ture. The actual income advanced by 4 bikbs, owing to large receipts from 
town duties. The capital debt of the Municipality, however, bad risen to 
471 Mkhs at the close oE the year. The duty on gbi was reduced from 10 to 
8 annas the maund ; otherwise there was no change in rates and taxes. Progress 
was made in tba improvement of sanitary conditions under the Bjsidemio 
Diseases Act. The improvement in public health noticed in the previous year 
was fully maintained, and the number of deaths fell nearly 20 per cent. There 
was at the same time a very large increase in the birth-rate. Seven new Muni- 
cipal Dispensaries were opened during the year. There was no material altera- 
tion in the number of schools and pupils. 
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The disappearance of famine conditions during the yeaA’ undor report Distnet Mnoii 
placed tlie District Municipalities generally in a more favourable financial posi-* 
tiflu than in the previous year, but urgent works and sanitary improvements 
uere, still considerably retarded by the steady drain on the Municipal resources 
caused by a most virulent type of plague. There was an increase of over 3 lakhs, 
lio-^ever, in the aggregate net revenues of the Municipalities and of over one 
lM^h in the (klosing balances. The iuorease was spread over the whole Presidency 
including’ Sind, with the exception of the Central Division, where there was an 
unimportant falling off. Expenditure, on the other hand, showed an increase 
of over 2 lakhs, distributed over the whole of the Presidency proper, hut not 
, shared by the Sind Municipalities. The aggregate liabilities of the various 
Municipalities rose by 1-^ lakhs owing to a loauof 2 lakhs having been raised by 
tbe Ahmedabad Municipality for its drainage scheme. 

During the year the Bombay Improvement Trust completed the Bomtfiy 
bviigpada Improvement Scheme and made considerable progress in Schemes II 
and III with the object of opening out congested areas and in Scheme IV with 
the object of providing additional building areas to relieve overcrowding. 

Schemes for reclaiming part of Oohiba and improving the Mandvi-Kolivada 
quarter were sauotioued by Government. A new loan of 30 lakhs at 4i percent. 

■'was raised. Tho revenue account of the Board increased its credit balance by 
IG per cent., while the capital expenditure was more than doubled. 

SO. Tho usual camps of exercise were held by the majority of the Volunteer Tolnutcerin" 
Corps in the. Presidonoy and Sind. Electrical Engineer Companies were added 
to the Volunteer Artillery in Karachi and Bombay. ' 

31. There was a slight increase in the number of European sailors shipped llnTlno. 
at the port of Bombay, but the number at Aden fell from 01 to 16. The very 
lavgjS increase of deserters in Bombay is partly attributed to the readiness with 
‘•'whiob. kich men are received into the shelter of the Strangers Home. The 
increase in the number of native seamen shipped both at the Bombay and 
Aden oidoes -nns due to the growing popularity of these seamen with owners 
and masters, 


32. Coincident with the general improvement in trade the Port Trusts of Port Trusts ; 
Bombay, Karachi and Aden showed iinaucial results excelling those of all j 

pre'vious years. The gross receipts of the Bombay Board surpassed the record Aden. 

' figures of the preceding year by lakhs, while there vrere substantial increases 
in the revenues of the Karachi and Aden Port Trusts. The Bombay Port Trust 
reserve fund was augmented by 4 lakhs. The successful results in Karachi, 
fiue to an extraordinary export trade in wheat, was partioularly a matter for 
congratulation in view of the disastrous cyclone in June, which necessitated 
“^extensive works of restoration. The most important works undertaken by the 
various Boards were the improvement of the dock channels and shod accommo- 
dation in Bombay, the dredging operations at Aden and the, building of the new 
village of Kiamari at Karachi. 

* 33. The snagging operations of tho Indus Conservancy Department were indna Onuser 

continued during the year. The receipts of the Department fell oQ: very vaMy Depii.i-t, 
considerably, mainly owing to seVere storms in May and June, which caused 
heavy damage among the shipping. 

34. In addition to their ordinary work, the LandKecorti Staff continued to ijn,na Record 
train the -village accountants in surveying and in some districts of the Central 
Division were employed on work connected with plague and famine. 

36. A general increase in the net area cropised throughout the Presidency crop Arens. 

' proper, with the exception of Kanara, brought the total area under cultivation

In Sind, on the other hand, a low inundation resulted 
in a contraction of ^5 per cent, in the net cropped area. Among food crops ,.m 
the Presidency proper jowari and wheat showed the most marked improvernent, 
while the area under bairi was again reduced. The area undor eottoji advanced 
and was considerably above the average, while that under oilseeds, in spite of 
an improvement of 6 per cent., was still 6 lakhs of acres holow thj^ returns of 
the year 1895-96. Increases in the areas under jowari and cotton in tSind 
were more than counterbalanced by contractions in the rioo and wdicat areas. 
The total area irrigated from all som’ces in the Presidency fell by 8 per cent, 
owing to decreases in all the Dakhan and Karnatak districts, while in Sind the 
area showed a decline of 9 j)er cent. ..

36. On account of the postponement of the Record of Rights work f^lToj; 
attention was devoted to crop experiments, which increased in number from ^9 
to 121, experiments being conducted in every district. 

37. Owing to a more favourable season, tbe crop experiments at the various 
Government farms were attended generally with bettor success than in the 
previous year. Useful results were yielded by the cotton crosses, but the 
presence of rust practically nullified the cross-fertilisation experiments in wheats.— 
at the Poona farm, while the tobacco tests at the Nadiad farm were also 
vitiated by disease. At the Manjri sewage farm extensive experiments wore 
undertaken in connection with the Poona Municipal drainage scheme. TrainT 
iug in agriculture was given at tbe Poona farm during the year. . 

38. The total amount advanced to cultivators during the year in the Presi- 

dency and Sind for permanent improvements and for seed and cattle was loss 
by 16 lakhs of rupees than in the preceding year. The only districts in wkfhh 
there was any substantial increase in loans for seed were Ndsik, HyderAloackand ” 
Thar and Parkar, Disbursements for permanent improvements decreased in'*"' 
the Presidency proper, but rose in all the Sind districts with the exception c£ 
Karachi. The total amount advanced under both Takavi Acta in the Prosidenev 
and Sind was Rs. 43, M, 521. ^

40. The chief feature of the Meteorology for the year under report was the 
veiy erratic nature of the monsoon emwent, ivhich withdrew immediately after 
Its first hurst m June and held off altogether in Sind and almost entilv in 
Gujarat during the months of June and July, while in the latter month there 
was an abnormally higb rainfall on the Malabar Coast and "in North Dakhan 
Ram fell nowhere in the first half of August, while in the last ton days of that 
month there was excellent ram almost everywhere with the result thaUhe record 

normal. Heavy cyclonic storms occurred in the 
months of May and June resulting in much damage on the Sind Coast

the Presidency proper, hut ivere practically stationary in Sind. 
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• ^^2. 0216 area undes forest conservancy increased in the Presidency proper Forests, 

but cfecreased in ioind, the net result being an increase of about 1,000 acres. The^ 
gain by erosion from the action of the river in Sind during the year more than 
counterbalanced the previous year's loss. Working plans Vere introduced in 
Thana and tba Jerruck Division of Sind and also in the Ahmednagar bilhul 
reserves and Poona teak forests, while fuel areas were organized in Kanava and 
Belgaum. The area traversed by fire was generally less in the Presidency 
proper than in the preceding year, hut rose in Sind from 1,298 to 9,558 acres, 
incendiarism being strongly suspected in many cases. Except in Surat and at 
the central nursery at Manjri, artificial reproduction met with little success, 
the effects of the previous year’s drought heiug still visible. The free -grazing 
.^oncession in the Central Circle was withdrawn during the year, hut free grants 
of timber continued to be made in each of the four Circles. The number of 

. .cattle impounded fell considerably, except in the Northern Circle, while there 
W'as'a large increase in the cases of illicit grazing in Sind owing chiefiy to more 
sh-’ingent measures heing taken against cattle trespiass. The financial results of 
the year showed a slight falling off as compared with the previous year, the net 
sm'plus decreasing in all Circles. 

43, With the disappearance of famine there was a marked improvement in Manufactures 

* the various manufactures and industries of the Presidency. This was specially 
noticeable in the cotton spinning and weaving industries, while the ginning 

..^aotories were more fully employed than in the preceding year. Hand-weaving, 
however, only slightly improved, the condition of the weavers in Bijapur being 
still deplorable. 

44. The total value of the sea-borne trade of the Presidency showed an 
advance of more than one orore of rupees upon the previous year’s figures, in 
s;^i*e of a decrease of 240 lakhs in the value of the coasting trade. This decrease, 

*. taSen'in eonjunotion with a similar heavy decline in the pre^fious year, brought 
tlie fi-gures under this*h 0 ad near the level of average years and indicated the dis- 
^appeainuoe of the adverse seasonal conditions, which are invariably accompanied 
*hy increased movements of grain along the coast. Tlie figures for foreign trade 
on the other hand were the largest for the past ten years. The imports of grain 
and pulse shewed a further reduction of 13 lakhs, hut increases in the imports 
of metals and machinery, oil and some manufactured articles pointed to an en- 
larged activity of local industries. The chief decrease under the head of imports 
was iu yarn and textile fabrics, for which the xmusually heavy sliipments of the 

• previous year were partly responsible. The phenomenal increase of the preceding 

. year in exports of Indian produce was followed by a further advance of 79 lakhs, 

*-lnainly due to iuoreased exports of seeds, grain and pulse. The increase 
huder the latter head brought the exports of grain and pulse to within. 10 per 
cent, of the average for the decade (excluding the abnormal year 1898-99). 

On the other hand there was a considerable drop from the previous year’s abnormal 
figures in raw cotton and cotton twist and yarn, against which however may he 
set off an increase in the consumption of cotton by local mills and an expansion 
in their production. One-third of the total exports of Indian merehandige was 
consigned to China. The steady fall in the export trade of foreign merchandise 
to the Bast Coast of Africa and to Western Asia — due to the establishment of 
direct communication with Europe — continued. There was an increase both in 
the imports and exports of gold and in the imports of silver generally, but a 
small decrease in. the exports of coined silver and in the imports of silver for 
mint purposes. 

Exclusive of Government stores and treasure, the value of the trade of the Xarioti. 
port of Karachi declined by 17 per cent, from the abnormal figures of 1901-1902, 
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but TOS ucTertbeless considerably in adYanoa of tlio average &£ the fq-ur pret^clmg 
^year'^. The two qbief items of decrease in tba import trade were cotton goods 
(owing to bigb prices and oYer-stocked markets) and refined sugar, llie addi- 
tional duty on bounty-fed sugar reduced imports from Austria-Hungary from 
125 to 39 ilkbs and caused a revival of trade in local and Mauritius produce. 
Exports of foreitrn mel’chandise were less than in any of the ten preceding years. 
The ebief feature of the export trade in Indian produce and manufactures Vas 
the rise of 69 Mklis and 39 lakhs, respectively, in the exports of wheat and raw 
cotton, due to larger demands and better crops. The coasting trade showed a 
decline both in the imports and exports, principally to Bombay, whilo the trade 
with subordinate ports again decreased. There was also a deolino of over 22 
per cent, in the Sind external land trade. ^ ^ 

Both the import and export trade of Aden expanded, there being incroas,6s 
hi every branch except in the export trade to the mainland, - 

45 . The total outlay on public works declined from 99 to 80 hikhs of rupejis, 
of whioh 44 lakhs were debited to Provincial Bovonues, 30 lakhs to Imperial ' 
Revenues and the remainder to Local Funds. Tho expenditure on works in 
connection with famine relief fell fram 48 lakhs of rupees in 1901-1902 to 24 
lakhs in the year under report, the hulk of this outlay (Ks. 20 lakhs) being ^ 
assigned to irrigation works. Owing to the failure of rains in tho latter part of* " 
the monsoon famine relief was carried on tO' a small extent and amongst tho 
measures taken to provide employment the earth work of tho Godhra-Barod*.,. 
Chord Railway was completed. The bulk of the expenditure under Provincial ' 
"Works was incurred on civil buildings (Rs. 23 lakhs) and pommuuioatious 


(Rs. 11 lakhs). , 

46, The entire outlay on Irrigation Works during tho yoar amounted to 
60 lakhs of I’upees, or 6 lakhs more than in the previous year. This oxppndi- 
tme was divided between Sind and the Presidency proper in tho proportion of 
3 to 1. r ' 

In the Presidency proper the Nira Canal survey was carried on and opera- " 
tiona were commenced in connection with the Gokiilc, Krishna and Godlvem 
surveys. Progress was made with the construction of tho Bokh Reservoir, which 
forms part of the Khari Cut extension project, and the work for tho provision 
of automatic gates for the Lake Fife waste weir on tho Mutha Canals was com- 
menced, The total area irrigated from tho Gujarat and Lakhan works, for 
which Capital and Revenue Accounts are kept, was 99,290 acres against 128,171 
acres in tho previous year. The gross revenue fell from Rs, 8,22,769 ip^ 
1901-1902 to Es. 7,73,441, 


In Sind, the inundation was very much below the average, the rivo}" ra 
August being lower than in any of the past 40 years except 1899. During tlfcw 
year the remodelling of the Desert Canal and the hlahi Wah project were pr.ac- 
tieally completed and two Bajwahs were constructed on the Sukkur Canal. 
The cadastral survey of lands in tho Khelat territory, sottlecl on the Desert and 
Begari Canals, was in progress and the contour survey of the Ghar Canal vvas 
finished. The area irrigated from the Jamrao Canal increased by nearly 60,000 
acres, the revenue being estimated at over' 10 lakhs, as against fi-J- htkbs in the 
preceding year. The widening and improvement of the JSTasi’at Canal was 
carried on at an outlay of over ,4 lakhs. The area irrigated by all classes of 
works in the Province was 2,625,671 acres against 2,686,366 acres in the pre- 
vious year. The gross assessed revenue amounted to Rs. 56,97,686, of which 
Es. 4,67,651 were on account of direct and Rs. 62,29,935 on account of indirect 
receipts,, the corresponding figures for 1901-1002 being Rs. 2,66,118 and 
Rs. 58,26,498, respeotivelyr

* ^7. The mileage of railway open for traffic under the control^of the Bombay 
Government at the close of the year -was 7,672 miles. Dicing ^the year His^ 

Highness the Gdekwar’s Vija]iur-Kd.lol Branch was opened. In addition there 
were 306 miles under construction. No serious accident occurred. The chief 
gross earnings .were on the G. I. P. Bailway (422 lakhs), the B. B. & 0. 1. 

Eaihvay (167 lakhs) and the Rajputana-Malwa Railway (258 lakhs). 

48, The gross Imperial, Provincial and Local receipts in the Civil Depart- Mnanca; 
ment for the year underreport amounted to Rs. 13,96,70,687 or Rs. 12,23,952 less 

than in the preceding year, while the expenditure rose from Rs. 6,19,59,648 to 
Rs. 6,45,97,696, the surplus thus falling fromRs. 7,89,34,991 to Rs. 7,60,72,991. 

There was an advance in the Impierial receipts of Rs. 30,91,636, to which imiieriii. 
increases of 18 lakhs and 7^ lakhs in the Opium and Salt revenues, respectively, 
maaiiily contributed. There were also inei’eases in Land revenue lakhs), 
in reeeipts from the Mint (4| lakhs) and in the Excise revenue (2^ lakhs). 

Against these must he set a decline of over 8 lakhs of rupees in the Customs 
receipts. No other important fluctuations occurred. The expenditure on account 
of Imperial charges showed a small decrease of less than Ra. 1-J- lakhs. The chief 
variations from the previous year were increases of 7^ lakhs and 5 Idkhs, 

, respectively, in the Mint expenditure and in refunds and drawbacks, and a 
decrease of 13 J lakhs in famine relief charges. 

' Including an opening balance of Rs. 58,23,235, the Provincial revenue Provindii. 
increased from Rs, 5,08,82,257 to Pts. 5,19,25,632. The only important fluctua- 
tions were a decrease of over Rs. 2 lakhs in the receipts under Stamjjs and of 
nearly Rs. 48 lakhs in the Land revenue, of which 11 lakhs Were due to smaller 
collections of the arrears of previous years and 87 lakhs to a decrease in the 
cotitribution from Imperial to Provincial revenues. The total expenditure, 
exckidflig the outlay on minor irrigation works and navigation and on civil 
""woiks in charge of jDublic work officers, which are shown elsewhere, rose from 
Rs. 4,22,46,807 to Rs. 4,47,11,310. The main increases oecniTed under Mis- 
cjpllaneous charges (Pi,a. 10 lakhs), contributions to Local Funds (Rs. 7 lakhs) 
and Medical (Rs. 4 lakhs), against which must be set a decrease under Police 
of Rs. 2 laklis. The closing balance fell to 34 lakhs of rupees. 

49, There “was a rise of 110 llkhs of rupees in the value of gold bullion and Mint, 
coin tendered by the public in exchange for silver. Owing to the withdrawal 

of the 1840 rupees the receipts of uneun’ent Government silver coin for 
SP-ooinage increased by ulPre than two lakhs ; w'hile 689 lakhs of silver bullion 
were tendered by the Exchange Banks for coinage into British 'dollars. The 
f^-coinage of the silver cui'rency of Indore was commenced, More than 
^^■Kiirores of rupees were struck during the year and more than 30 millions of 
Britisli dollars were coined on behalf of silver tenderers. Puupees struck since 
1st January 1903 bore the effigy of His Majesty King Edward YII. 

60. There was an increase of 106 lakhs in the net circulation of curreney CniTenoy : 

notes owing to a brisker circulation of notes of all denominations. The number

of coins withdrawn rose very considerably. The receipts of sovereigns and half- 
sovereigns increased by 158 lakhs, but the issues declined by 84 liiklis. There 
was no material variation in the issues and receipts of small silver coins. No 
silver bullion was purchased during the year in England. 

The value of notes in circulation in the Karachi Circle increased by Kfli’a^chi Oirde. 
over 28 lakhs, hut there was a heavy decline of 40 lakhs in the value of Foreign 
Circle notes encashed owing to diminished Railway and Customs receipts, 

Du^ng the year Karachi Circle notes to the value of *133 hikhs were cancelled. 
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Land Eevenue. 61. For ,tlie revenue year 1902-1903 the Land Revenue demand amor^ted to

preceding year, the realizations showed an advance of Es. 6419,136, a decrease

Bombay. duties at the Port of Bombay increased, while the Provineial reodipts declined. 

The chief feature of the year was the falling off of 4i lakhs in the revenue 
from the duty on sugar owing to contraction of imports consequent on the 
imposition of special duties on bounty-fed sugar. Drawbacks showed a material 
increase, ohiedy on account of silver bullion and coin. Large refunds of 
duty in the case of bounty -fed sugar and goods exported to Kashmir wore 
mainly responsible for an inorease of over 125 per cent, in the total amoi.yj,t qf 
refunds granted during the year. Bonding transactions especially in kerosine

64, It having been decided to make the Opium year coincide with the ' 
financial year, the administration report of the Opium Department deals ' 
with the eight months ending the 31st March 1903 only. During this ])op,iod 
there was an increase in the quantity of opium imported into Bombay, and ' also , 
in the exports to China. Tho average prices of opium in the Bombay inarke#*'. 
declined. In every disti’iot of the Presidency, excepting Ahmedabad, there”' was ^ 
an increase in the consumirtion of the drug. The total Imperial revehuo ffqm 
opium advanced by 14 lakhs of rupeos, compared with eight months of fhe 
previous year, tho main cause of this improvement being the disappearance of" 
famine conditions. The total Excise Opium receipts showed a corresponding 
increase. The work of prevention and detection of opium smuggling from 
Native States was entrusted to the new opium preventive establishment. 


The control of the Opium Department in Sind Was transferred to the Oopi- 
missioner of Sind during the year. There wms no material variation in tho 
quantity of opium consumed or in the total Excise Opium receipts for the^ eight 
months under report. ”” 


66. There was a.slight increase in the removals of Baragra salt and in the 
imports from outside the Presidency, hut a substantial decline in the issues 
of sea-salt reduced the total issues of salt from all souroos from 9,842,775 
to 9,485,432 maunds.^ The average consumption per head decreased every- 
where except in Gujardt, where there was a very smalf rise. Tlio average 
market prices in the various districts showed little variation from the previous 
year, the prices ranging from Rs. 4-1-8 in Bombay City to Es. 2rl6.6 in Ahmod- 
! increase of 7^ lakhs of rupees in the revenue. On March 

18th. the duty per mannd was reduced from Rs. 3-8 to Es. 2, thereby causing a 
loss of revenue estimated at nearly 2 lakhs, owing to the fact that this reduction 
was not counterbalanced during the year by an increase in sales. 

Af T retarded by the disastrous cyclone 

0 June 190^, which destroyed the salt works at Maurypur and caused a suspen- 
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sion^f all manufacturing! operations. Temporary depots were, however, opened 
and diles actually increased by 7,079 maunds.

• 66. The Abkari year having for the first time been made conterminous with Bscise ; 
the financial year, the administration report for the year under review includes Presidency proper, 
the eight months ending March 31st, 1903, only. The chief event during this 
period was the introduction of a new system into the Belgaum District, under 
wMch shops wore disposed of hy auction and maximum selling prices were 
ahohshecl. The immediate result of this innovation was a rise in the retail price 
' ofi liquor and a consequent decrease of 6,066 gallons in the sales in this district. 

Elsewhere, the disappearance of famine caused a marked rise in the consumption, 
of* country spirit. The number of toddy trees tapped showed a decrease, hut 
there was a large increase in the total quantity of spirit distilled. There was an 
improvement of nearly 3 Mkhs of rupees in the receipts of the Department, the 
increase falling almost entirely under still-head duty on country spirit. The 
'-inoidence of taxation per head of population^ was slightly in advance of the

Department did not indicate any check in the improvement in trade, practically 

the whole of the difference being accounted for by very high probate charges on 
a single estate in the preceding year. 

69. There was an increase of 5 Mkhs of rupees in the Income Tax demand, Incomo Tax. 

^while the collections ross'hy over one lakh. ' 

60. Apart from District Local Eunds and Municipal Funds, which are dealt Local Bunds. 
*'!^itii separately, there was an advance of over 3 lakhs of rupees in the receipts of 

'-“Excluded Local Eunds, while the charges decreased by more than 2 htkhs. All 
the Eunds, with the exception of the Port and Marine and the Medical Eunds, 
considerably improved their financial position, the net result being an increase of 
Es. 76,584. During the year the Educational Funds continued to he trans- 
ferred to private trustees. Both the receipts and charges of the Incorporated 
Local Eunds exceeded in the aggregate the previous year’s figures, the net result 
being 3 Irfkh s against the Frmds. This was due to the large excess of ex- 
penditure over the receipts of the Sind Village Officers’ Cess Fund, the Govern- 
ment Book Dep6t Ennd and the Steam Boiler Inspection Fpnd. 

61. Among the European population there was an increase in, the number '‘^'1 
of both births and deaths during the year, while the birth and death-rates among 

the Eurasian population decreased. The ratio per xnille of births among 
the Native population rose from 26 to 34, the increase being almost isniversal. 
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The death-rate showed a slight increase over that of tbs previous year and!' was 
per mille in' excess of the decennial mean. ^The mortality was, as usual, 
highest among Hindus- The chief causes of death were plague, fever, dysentery 
and respiratory diseases. The small-pox mortality declined very consiclarably, 
while the numher of deaths from cholera fell from 13,600 to 3,229, 'The 
mortality from plague,' however, rose from 6'94 to 10 per millo, reaching the 
highest figure on record. 

62. Emigration was still prohibited from the port of Bombay during the 
year, while the demand for Indian labour in East Africa having ceased, only a 
very few emigrants left KarslcM. Beyond temporary movements among the 
agricultural classes in search of labour on account of local distress, there was no 
immigration into or emigration from the Presidenoy or Sind. 

63. The number of medical institutions in the Presidency and Sind Jfoso. 
slightly during the year, but there was an appreciable decrease in the attendance. 
Admissions for small-pox, cholera and malarial fever fell considerably. The 
mortality from surgical operations, which increased in number by 30 per cent., 
was smaller than in the previous year. There was an improvement of 2 lakhs in 
the total income, while the charges showed an increase of l-IO lalclia. 


61. The daily average population of the seven lunatic asylums was aomcwliat* 
higher than in the previous year. The health of the inmatos continued to he 
satisfactory and there was a slight reduction in the number of deaths. Thg.. 
percentage of cases of insanity resulting from ovor-indulgonco in narcotics and <• 
intoxicating liquors rose during the year. 

65, The expenditure inouiTed on sanitation by the District and Bombay " 
City Municipalities and the District and Taluka Local Boards during tlio year was 
higher than that of the previous year. There was no material variation ini the „ 
conservancy and water-supply charges generally, except in the Hyderabad' Muni- , 
cipalities, where famine and plague measures caused a rise in the conscrvaficy 
expenditure. The chief increase in the outlay on drainage occurred in Ahmed- 
ahad, on account of an important scheme for drainage extension. No progress 
was possible during the year in the introduction of the Village Sanitation°Aot ^ 
owing to the prevalence of famine and plague. 

66. The numher of vaccinations, which had been falling since 1900, rose 
1 0 per cent, in the year under report, although there was a J 0 oroa,so in the 
number of persons revaccinated. The percentage of successful primary vacci- 
nations rose slightly, but successful revaocinations again declined. Expondi^*

67. The mortality from cattle disease, which had decreased in the previous' 
year, rose by over 300 per cent, in the year under report. There were only a few 
sporadic cases of rinderpest and no extensive inoculations against this disease 
could he earned out. Two new dispensaries were established and tlie number 
o± animals treated increased both in the Presidency proper and Sind. Eiglit 
horses were destroyed in Bombay City under the Glanders Act

The growing popularity 
of 'ihe Agricultui’al Department of the College of Science and the success of its 
students at1;he University Examinations were both satisfactory indications of 
the 'value of this branch of instruction. There was a striking increase in the 
number of successful candidates for the University School Eiual Examination, 
but less than one^half of the candidates appeared direct from schools. There 
was a further advance in the number of technical institutions, including training 
selfools, and an increased attendance, mainly in the Industrial schools, hut the 
number of night schools again fell off. The prevalence of plague and conse- 
quent closing of many schools made it impossible to gauge exactly the progress 
of^Iahomedan education during the year, hut it is satisfactory to note that 
there was a suhsLantial increase in the number of successful Mabomedan 
candidates in the Matriculation and Intermediate Examinations. In Sind, 
however, the attendance in Art Colleges and secondary schools was still very 
insignificant. Plague cousiderahly retarded progress in the education of the 
'depressed classes and aboriginal tribes throughout the Presidency, hut there 
- was an improvement in Sind. Physical training continued to advance and 
'gymnastic apparatus was supplied to primary schools, where funds permitted. 

The assignment of 6 lakhs made to the Bombay Presidency for educational 
purposes as a result of the Simla Conference in 1901 was spent chiefly on the 
appointment of two Inspectresses of Schools, the building of a Vernacular 
Training College at Poona, the creation of a college for training secondary 
■ tdkoliers and the provision of hostels in connection with several Government 
Schools, as also on increased Provincial grants to the District and 
Municipal Boards throughout the Presidency.

Among Imperial legislative measures interest was mainly centred on 
the Sugar Duties Bill and the Cantonment House Accommodation Bill, neither 
of which gave satisfaction. The hostile attitude of the native press towai-ds the 
Bombay City Improvement Trust underwent no change during the year.

,^n the follomng reviaw of the administration of the Native States umlerthe Pohtioal 
supervision of t|ie Q-overnment of Bombay, the States are arranged in groups according to their 
geographical position. The North Gujarat States, forming the most important group, lie mostly 
to thS north of the Narbada and compriBe an. area more than twice as large as that of alt the 
lemainiug States. The South Gujarat States, which lie to the south of the Tapti, are com- 
paratively unimportant. The Maratha States fall into four groups. The North and South 
Konkan groups lie below the ghats to the north and south of Bombay, respectively. The 
Ideccau and Southern MarAtha Country States are situated in the southern and eastern portions 
of ^lic Deceaii plateau. The Province of Sind contains one State. The Settlement at Adeu, 
including Perim, directly administered by the Government of Bombay, is also included in this 
review.

The process of recuperation is however slow and it will require a sue-* 
cession of good years to fully obliterate the effects of the recent famines wliich have told sovorefy'' 
upon the people s stamina. An increase in the extent and intensity of the plague oonsiderably 
hampered the advance of prosperity. Work however was plentiful everywhere and prices 
ea,sier. Tire condition of the trading classes also improved during the year-

There was an increase in the number of occupancies in each of the Divisions of the Presi- 
dency proper, the increase being greatest in the Southern Division (20,913), In Sind on the 
other hand there was a decrease (6,4!62). The net result for the Presidenoy and Sind was a 
gain of 19,14i0 occupancies.

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In the eoaft districts large estates are usnal, the landlords being Brahmans, Parhhus and 
(in Thana) Parsis or Banias, while the tenants are Maratha Kunbis or (in Thana) Kolis or 
Agris. In Bombay Island there are householders of every class, but the few cultivators are 
chiefly Agris, Kolis or Portuguese. 

In the Dakhan, where small farms are the rule, the holders are in most eases the hardwork- 
ing and thrifty Maratha Kiinbis, except in Bijapur, Dbarwar and Belgaum, where much of the 
lancT is herd and tilled by Lingdyats. In some districts the best lands neai' the towns have 
passed into the hands of Brdhman or Bania capitalists.

The objct of Act No. Ill of 1902 was to covreot some allgliL omissions and orror.s (loLcclcd 
in the drafting of tlui Bombay District Municipal Act, ] 991, and in its oilVet on tlio Binnlmy 
Prevention of Adulteration Act, 1899, and to render more preci,so, wburo uoecssary, the languago 
of thefe Acte. " 

Act No. IV of 1902 was designed to amend and eonsnlulatc the biw relating to *he 
function?, powers and duties of the Police in the City of Bombay as embodied mainly in the " 
Police Acts, XIII of 1856 and XL VIII of 1860, and in tlio Code oi' Cvlmiiial I’roeodiiri', and to 
]irovide m one compruheiisive enactment for rcmeiUal and preventive incaHiiroB wbicli the grow- 
ing needs of the City rendered nece.Sh'ary. Dufccta in the uxisting law bail for many yoaw 
engaged tlie attention of Government, lint tlio wide scope of tho subject and the discuaiiioJi it 
entailed delayed the framing and passing of the measure.

In addition to the sanctioned strength, a large number 
of extra Pblieemen were employed in several districts of the Presidency and Sind in conncBtion 
with Plagns and Pamine duty. On railways, in addition to the sanctioned Police force, an extra 
forq^ of rdmoshis was empiloyed.

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2. The^i IS a slight improvement in the education of the force, as compared with last Education, 
year. 3,302 officers and 7,995 men can ve.acl and write as compared with 3,223 officers and 
7,655 men. giving a pircentage of 51 as against JO in the pjrevious year. As com]iai'ed with 
the Presidency proper and Piallways, Sind appears liaekward in education. On railways, the 
proportion of educated officers and men is high, being 03 and 58, respectively. In Sind the 
poi'ijcutaga of educated men is 25 and that of educated officers 60. 


^ 3, .With the exception of Khfinderh, which was exempted on account of a severe epidemic Ball practice, 
of plague at head-quarters, all districts in the Presidency proper competed for prizes at the 
Annnal Presidency Competition. The number of men qualified to compete Ins fnrtber declined 
* fran?7Vl to 705 during the year under report. This material falling off is probably due to 
men being largely employed for long periods on sjieeial duty, thereby preventing tbeir receiving 
anffitJent musketry iustruetion. The number of men qualifying as marksmen has also (probably 
owing to the tame cause) proportionately decreased from 272 to 226 in 1D02. Sind had a 
separate Annual Shooting Competition, where marksmanship has improved. The Railway 
Police did not enter for any Shooting Competition. 


4. The total number of punishments inflicted in the whole Presidency was practioally the Enniahments, 
same as last year, lia., 3,203. The number of Judicial punishments was 139 as compared with 

162 in the previous year. 

5. The total number of rewards by promotion for the whole Presidency increased from 147 Ecivanls.

The decrease under “ all classes ” is confined to the Ceutral and Southern Divisions and to Rail- 
ways. In the Northern Division and in Sind there is an increase.

12. Eliminating cases " Stiuick off,” the total amount of real crime for disposal amounted to Real cases feu- 
28,557 eases as against 30,745 in the pievions year, 21,803 being under Indian Penal Code ilispo^al, 
and 6,704 under class VI, as compared with 23,5l6 and 7 229 respectively in the year 1901. 

These figures show a total decrease of 2,188 cases in the year under report. The decrease is 
oouiined to the Central Division (1,765 eases), Southern Division (983 cs^es) and Railways (151).

Under robberies, the average 
percentage of convictions to oases tried in the whole Presidency^ has improved from G3 to 73 in. 
1902. The improvement, is general except for a small falling off from 7^ to 71" per ooiit. on, 
Pail ways. Under burglaries there were altogether 5,629 real cases for disposal, of Avhich 1,877 
only came to trial, 1,533 ending in conviction, giving a percentage of 81 as against 78 in the 
previous vear.

. The total of persons killed by wild, animals and snakes again rose, 133 and 1,160 persons 
sneemnbing, respectively, as against 109 and 1,051 in the preceding year. Khandegh again 
headed the list of casualties from wild animals with 57 deaths, and Ratnagiri was agair re- 
sponsible for most deaths from snnke-bites. Wild animals killed. 1,7S3 bead of cattle, 
a marked decrease from last year's figures although the number of animals destroyed rose in 
Kanara from 680 to 757. The number of cattle kdled by snakes fell from 291 to 75. 

.. Rewards to the amount of Rs. 2,651 were paid for the destruction of 628 wild animals, 
including IS tigers, l(iS panthers and leopards and 242 wolves.

There was an increase of 930 suits over the previous year’s figures, 16,188 suits being 
instituted as against 14,258.

•" ex-pa’rte decisions in these suits was 1'3 per cent, and of claims admitted ]3'3 per cent. 
Of the agrienlturnl suits 47 per cent, were contested. Inquiry into the past history of the 
W<A'ausactiQn was ordered under Sections 12 and 13A in 80 per cent, of the Agriculturists’ suits 
and resulted iu an abatement of 25 per cent, in suits under Clause (Y) and 26 per cent, in suits 
iftidei' Clause (W). Redemption was decreed in 379 cases, exclusive of rejections, withdrawals 
and cTTsmissals. 

The average duration of contested suits was 4 months and 1 3 days and of nou-oontested 
Buits 2 months and 19 days, showing an improvement over the previous year. The average cost 
of litigation varied from Rs. 8 to Rs. 13 on a claim of Rs, 100. Out of Es. 3,06,434 claimed 
from agriculturists, Es. 60,504 were realized with or without iesue of process and Es. 1,20,720 
out of Rs. 6,37,486 claimed under conciliatron agreements. Immoveable property was sold in 
117 cases and given in possession in 46 cases against agrioulturists. Sales under conciliation 
agreements numbered iVS and deliveries of possession 119. 

Village Mimslfs disposed of 4,679 out of 4,781 suits instituted, 10 per cent, being decided 
ex-parte, 684 were contested. The conciliators received a total of 31,909 applications. Claims 
of the value of Es. 5,36,231 were settled for Rs. 4,55,089 showing an abatement of 15 per cent. 
59 additional ooncihatora were invested with piowers to compel attendance. There was a decrease 
of 21 per cent, in the number of all kinds of instruments registered and of 11 per cent, in their 
value. This may be chiefly attributed to the large amount of taghvi grants. The value of land 
sold fell from Rs. 34,96,476 to Rs. 29,91,130 and of mortgages from Rs. 38,39,170 to 
Es. 30,49,133. Of the sales, 6,696 real and 750 virtual mortgages were between agriculturists 
t and non-agriculturists as against 7,916 and 858 in 1901. •

' _ The ygar under review established a fresh record, the accumulated income from revenue 
rgsonrees rising to Rs. 15,64,917, showing an excess over the expenditure of Rs. 4,32,003, of 
which Rs. 2,37,006 were spent on revenue works and Rs. 70,833 in liquidation of capital 
V debt. . The successful year is mainly due to the unprecedented exjiort trade in wheat. Special 
works of restoration were necessitated by the disastrous cyclone of June 1902 ; in spite of which 
the oflloiency of the Port remained unimpaired. The new village of Keamdri W'as more than 
half completed by the close of the year. The nudertaking has already justified itself. 

. 6, — Aden Poet Trust. 

"With an Increase in the value of trade amounting to 24 Idklis, the total receipts of the Aden 
••Port Trust rose by Es. 11,555 to 11s. 3,87,844. The expenditure declined from Rs 3,73,038 
toRs. 3,61,493. During the year 477,000 tons of spoil were dredged and deposited at an 
aTei;agp cost per ton of 2'74 annas, against 518,000 tons in the previous year at an average 
cost oi 3-77 annas per ton. There was a decrease of 33 vessels entering the port as 
compared with the preceding year. The puincipal increases in articles of tiade came under 
the heads of ti'easiire, skins, grains and grey cotton piece-goods, while the chief decreases fell 
under coffee, metals, white cotton piece-goods, drugs (tobacco) and coal. 

6. — Indus Oonseetanoy Dbeaetment. 

1. Snagging operations extended from Kashmor to Keti Bandar, a distance of 500 miles. 

37" large snags were removed and the Uohito channel was cleared of 13 trees. 

2. No important change occurred in the course of the river. 

3. The number and maiinclage of boats registered during the year were respeetively 3,407 
' and 734,751. The decrease of 202 in the number of boats registered is due to the lai'ge 

number of boats wrecked in the severe storms of 13th May and 16th Ji«ne 1902. The river- 
borne traffic het-weeu Sind and the Punjab decreased from 1,613,641 to 1,422,698 maunds. 

4. The receipts during the year totalled Rs. 16,711. The decrease of Rs. 17,271 from 
the previous year’s figures occurred mainly in fees recovered from vessels plying on the Indus 
and resulted from the number of boats wrecked in the May and June storms. The expenditure 
increased from Rs. 20,180 lo Es. 35,440. The increase was mainly due to the pui-ohi.se of S.S.

In the first few months of the ye.-!]' the services of the Circle Inspectors in the Oentral Division 
were largely utiliiied for duties in connection with famine, plagne, and damage done by locusts. 
In Eatuagiri and Kolaha they also helped in collecting statistics for revision 'suttlomciit reports 
and in calculating revision assessments. <■ 

2. — Chop Areas. 

In the Presidency proper the net cropped area rose 4 per eeiifc. from 22,800,000 (ipros to 
23,700.(100 ncres, and at the end of tho year was only 2-3 per cent, helnw tho area cropped 
before tho famine. Except in K.-inara, which showed a slight dcchiio, tlio iimromo ivaw 
and was clue to the seasonable rains. In Giijardt tho inercaao amniintod in S per cont.*^ while 
in the other districts it ranged between 3 and 3'8 per cent. Tlie not crniipud arra in Sind 
decreased from 3,300,000 acres to 8,200,000 acres, or by 5-3 per cent., owing to a low iuim-

1. Thp rainfall was well distributed, and both kharif and rabi crops yielded well. Season. 

2. Twolve valieties of jowdr, which were found to be the best,for fodder in the previous I’odier. 
y ear, ^ere grown for comparison with American and African sorghums, andmaire, nilwa, utdvali, 
imphee, and the American sorghums gave the best results. The yield of other fodders was 
comparatively Isw. Mauritius water-grass yielded an average crop. The outtni'n from guinea- 
grass was only about ftbs of the normal. 


3. The imported varieties of groundnut yielded better crops, but were found to be as Other cropso 
susceptiljle to disease as the indigenous, 'fhe copper sulphate solution with which the seed was 

treated had apparently no effect. Faspalntii dilaialmti gave no promise of being a .successful * 

. drought-resisting gras.s. Soy-beans from Japan grew well and produced seed in good quantity. 

Q^-peas also bore well, but owing to an attack of insects the produce was small. Caasava stems 
imported from Jamaica produced healthy tubers which yielded about 11^ per cent, of starch. 

,The. Ajuerican maize was sown lu the kbarif season, but exeept the black Mexicau variety, 
width alone gave good results, the plants were stunted iu growth and the ears inferior in taste. 

Eroom-eovn from America was successfully grown aud an attempt was made to preparo brooms 
from paunicles. Several vaiieties of tur were grown. 

4. 125 varieties of wheat and 34 of s/nilu jowitv collected from different parts of India were 
grown for classification and identification, and seed w,i.s scoured for growing selocted vaneties 
on a larger scale. Experiments weie made with a view to see whether the seeds from the heads 
bearing the largest number of grains produced the largest heads, and it was found that a poor 
■seed from a plant which produced mostly good seed pelds better than a good seed from a plant 
which mostly produced poor seed. 

5. Cotton crosses promised to give fairly successful results. Wheat crosses were not Cross fertilization. 
suCJtesaful owing to all the varieties being affected with rust. 

6. The dairy herd consisted of 161 cows and 72 bullocks and was worked at a profit of Dairy. 

Es. 2,678. During the year -Ifi animals were sold. 

7. Esporiments in feeding cattle with priokly-pear were careiedout on an extended scale. Cattle feeding. 
The animals ate the stuff greedily when hard pressed by hunger, and, though they lost eonditinn, 

..gj^j^d on it till it was considered desirable to close the experiment after atrial of four and a half 
« montSs. Experiments in feeding with aloe were less saccessful aud the animals lost condition at 
^awiiSch eftrlier stage. 

With the funds provided by the Inspector General of Agriculture, quarters wore orecterl Agricultural 
for apprentices coming from various Provinocs to receive training in practical agrioulturo. During '•framing, 
tlia year two men from Madras, three from tlie Bombay Educational Department aud one from 
the office of the Inspector General of Agriculture received this training. A man from Sibpur 
' I'armfrom Bengal and another from Ilissar were also trained in cross fertilization. 


0. The farm, exclusive of the dairy, was worked at a net cost of Es. 2,470.

"l. The season was somewhat unfavourable, the rains having commenced aud ended later than Season, 
usual. The wheat was attaok^d by rust j the sugar-borer did considerable damage to the sugar- 
•cane, which was a ratoon crop. Safflower and cotton-seed proved the best manures, while the 
yield from bones and nitre was, as before, very low. The water experiments confirmed the 
cssnqlusion previously arrived at that it was advantageous to give regular small waterings at 
short intervals. In the fungicide experiments sodium aud potassium sulphate gave the 
best results. 

2. Cross fertilization experiments were carried out and seed was gathered for further Cross lerfilliation, 
exqiei'iments in the succeeding season. 

3. 68 varieties of wheat, 258 varieties of jowilr, and 70 indigenous aud 25 exotic cottons Crops, 

were grown for identification and classification. Those showing the best results arc being ' 

given an extended triak 

4. Soy-beans of different varieties from Japan were grown in the hope that they might 
prove a valuable oil-crop ; but the peroentago of oil in the seed was found to be very low. 6 
varieties of bajri and 10 of maize were grown for cemparisou and seed distribution. Bhdvnagari 
bdjri and local and Javdnpur maize showed superiority in yield. Sweot,potatoes from. Amenoa 
continued to give satisfactory results aud a large demand from outside was received for cuttings. 

5. The farm was worked at a net cost of Es. 2,872. Fin-mcial result. 

The Md/ajri Sewage Farm. 

During the year experiments with sewage in connection with the Poona Manic!*pal drain- 
age aehemo were oommenoed on an extended scale. The resulfs were not entirely satisfactory, 
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OTViTig partly to fthe unequal distribution of tlic efQuent and ps^rtly to ^tbo nnsnitability of clie 
soil for sugai'-oane. The cost of cnltivation was higher tlian^ nanal owing to tlio foul condition 
of the newly 'pui-chatcd flehis, and the prices of ]iroduoo having fallen ^mucli below the fjverage, 
the net proft was ^reduced in proportion. Cropis of sugarcane, snrji.iis, turincrir, 
gi'onndnatj sweet potatoes and onions were grown in the main area and fodder cropfl on the 
light soil, which is intended to dispo-'e of surplna scvva,ge during’ the uioiisnon. The value of 
crops produced came to lf.s. 3,023 against a total coot of cultivation of Rs, o,l 68 .'

The rainfall, thcngli sufficient, was most irregular, about one-half of it haying fallen on a 
single day. The staple crops of hiijri, jowar and cotton, hovvcvci', did well, hut rice totally 
failed in many places. In the manure rotation esjocriments pondrotfco plots did betti'i’ than those 
treated with farm-yard mamire and castor cake. Cotton, on ilelds 1.hat, had roinainod fallow in 
the previous year and in which hemp was ploughed in. gave more tlmii i.wicc the iii-uiil outturn. 
Copper suljihate treatment was lound to be the most effectual as well as the easiest anil clioapcet 
for preventing fungoid disease in wheat. Cross-fertilisation expcriinonts in cni.ton wore carried 
on, hilt success has not yet been atlaiued in fixing the type of any iinprovcd variety. SirnSar 
experiments were caiu’ied on with wheat, of which there were 101 viir utite, luit all snfCerod 
from rust. A machine for cutting up jowdr and other fodders was introduced aiijj,, imieli 
appreciated by the cultivators to whom it was shewn. Tlio diiiry herd consisted of S'I^owb 
and buffaloes. The farm was worked at a net cost of Jls. 7,070. Uuarters for npprontides wore 
ei'eeted din'ing- the year.

During the year 108 calves were eastraled a.nd sold and 15 liull-oalvcs from iho best dams 
were sold for stud purposes. A number of cows of mixed breed wore cxehangod for pnio 
Kankreji heifers. I'hcre n ere .591 animals at the elcse of the yeiiv. Sixty iieres of land had 
bean brought under cultivation, on which fodder ero]ia were pi-inoi] .ally grown, A si»all 
demonstration farm was also started to produce seeds of staple crops for distribution.

Aef made under the Land Improvement Loans Act and the Agrienlturists' Loans 

1 ol the Presidency, iuolusivo of Sind, during the past two years are

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Except in the flisfcricts of Suratj Ndsik, Kdnaraj Hyderabad and Thar and Pdrfeai' l;he disbnrse- 
msnts on account of loans for eg:ad and cattle were lower than in the preoedin g year, the net result 
being a decrease of Rb. 14,80,999. Advances for permanent improvements again decreased very 
considerably in the Presidency proj;^r, bnt there was an increase of Bs. I, ^4, 104 in Sind, 
,where the inundation of the river was unusually low. ^ 

^ ^ 6. — Agricdltdbax Stock. 

^J’he return being n, quinquennial one and the last one having been prepared for the year 
19&1-1002, none was prepared for the year under report. 

■» 

7. — Hoese-bueeding. 

The number of stallions ineveased from 44 to 46 (28 horses and IS ponies), four stallions 
having been purchased and two removed from the register. Seven stallions were stationed in 
Gujardt and 39 in the Dakhan. The number of imires covered rose from 1,0G3 to 1,144 and 
' that of foals per stallion from 7'16 to S-34. The increase in the rate of foal-getting may be 
ascribed to' the increased number of coverings effected during the previous year and to the 
favourable season. The increase in the percentage of known produce to coverings of English 
•thoroegh-breds, as compared wnth the produce of Arabs, was maintained during the year. Of 
the branded mares standing on the register at the close of the preceding year 1,140 
w«i'j semoved for various reasons. 145 mares were branded (l04 in the Dakhan and 41 in 
Gujarat). Thus the number at the close of the year uuder report was 1,637. Seventy-five 
colts were castrated (27 in the Presidency proper and 48 in Sind) against 84 during the 
previous year. 354 country-bred remounts were purchased for the Native Cavalry and Police 
and the Remount Rearing Depot and 2U7 mules for the Native Cavalry and 13tli Mule Corps. 
The total cost of the Department increased from Rs. 45,466 to Rs. 47,641. The Dakhan Horee- 
shpw held at Ahmednagar was successful ; although there was a slight decline in the numbers 
exhibited (347 against 383) the quality was maintained. The stallion maintained by the 
Hyderabad District Local Board was sold daring the year. Prom the 1st of May the Army 
Remount Department was constituted and took over all horse-breeding operations in the 
disiJicts of Poona and Ahmednagar.

Noth on the Meteorology op the Bombay Presidency pou 1902-1903. 

' Th e chief features of the weather wore (i) the withdrawal of the monsoon ciuTeut directly 

after its burst and consequent failure of rain until late in August in certain districts and (ii) the 
unusual storms. 

On June 6th a storm apipearecl ofi the Malabar Coast and moved steadily northwards, 
intensifying as it went and finally striking the Baluchistan Coast 30 miles west of KaiAohi on 
16th June with great violence. Much damage was done to life and property by the accompany- 
ing storm wave and fierce winds. The monsoon current then fell away and praotically no r.T.in fell 
^except on the Malabar Coast for the rest of the month. The curront strengthened considerably 
at the beginning of July and heavy rain fell on the coast hut it weakened again in the second 
halE'li^the month. There was a total failure of rain for July iu Siud and almost a total failure 
in, Gnjai'at, while the Malabar Coast and North Dakhan had an abnormally high rainfall. During 
the first half of August rain failed everywhere, but on the 11th signs of disturbed weathar 
appeared in the far south, developing into a normal monsoon on the 19th on the Malabar Coast. 
Meanwhile a depression had been moving across from the Bay of Bengal, which resulted in fairly 
heavy rain all over the affected area on the 20th and following days and later in Siud. On 
the 26th a second depression again brought rain, so that the fall in Sind, GujaiAt and 
K4thinw4r reached its normal average lu August. In September two other depressions 
produced similar resuKs. After September 20th the monsoon current drew off quickly and 
practically no more rain fell. The record for the whole year shows that while the rainfall was 
slio-htly in defect of normal in Gujarat and on the Western Ghats, it was in slight or moderate 
excess elsewhere. 

Pour unusually severe storms occurred during the year, one in May, «ne in June and two 
in October. The June storm came up with the monsoon on the 6th and developed into a 
cyclone on the Baluchistau Coast. The storm in May seems to have formed on the 5th about 
Latitude 64*^ N., Longitude 62“ B., and moved in a N. N. Westerly direction until witliin 70 miles 
east of Socotra and then turned and travelled in a north-easterly direction until it struck the 
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soutS of.Eaviiebi on the 13t]i, subsequently moving into the Punjab- _ 
and did much damage to life and projiei-ty at an^ near Kardohi.

2.1 Notes on the Wbatheti at Bombay in 1902-1903. " 

The south-west monsoon rains began on Sth June and ended on Sl.^t September. The j 
total fall for the year wa* 72-14 or 3-02 below the 24 years' normal. The monsoon reached its 
maximum intensity late in August. The falls m J une and July showed a total deficit of rlB-77 
inches, while the falls in August and September respeotively were 2-32 and lo'dB inehcg m 
excess. December registered O'Sl inches of unseasonable i-aiiq October 0-/8, November 0-01 and 
March 0-17. 

The mean temperature of the year was S0°-0 or 0°-6 above tbe normal. The highest 
hourly temperature recorded was 92"-5 on 13th May and the lowest «2“-2 on 7th February. 
The Inghest mean daily temperature was 87^-7 on 13th May and the^lowest 68 -1 on 6th 
February. „ 

The mean hom-ly velocity of wind for the year was 10' 3 as against an average of 11-8 
miles The greatest mean hourly velocity in one day was 28 9 miles on 16th dujy tne. 
least '4-0 miles on 17th December. The greatest recorded hourly .velocity was 40 miles on 
11th June, the velocity of a single gust reaching 58 miles por hour on 14th June. ^ 


3.— The MahabIja Takhtasinoji ObseevatoiiYj Poona. 

Spectral observations were made on 64 days of the year and 08 sun spots were spectro- 
scopically observed. The records were forwarded monthly to Sir Norman Lockyer. 138 stellar 
apeetograms were taken during- the year. „ 


4. — ColAba Obseevatoey. 

The usual record of seismic, magnetic and astronomic work was continued throughouTtlie ^ 
year. Milne's Seismograph registered 49 earthquakes during the year, besides., 597 small local 
and other movements. The Kashgar earthquake on 22nd August was the largest disturbanoe 
yet I'oooi'dod at Coldba.

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PRODUCTION 

AND 

DISTBIBU'^ION. 


Though tho rains commenced late and were deficient in the beginning-, the season was, on 
the* whole, ’fairly good. The outturn of the principal khai-if and rabi crops closely approximated 
to the normal, except in Ahmedabad and Bijflpur. The rice crop was, however, poor in Gujarat. 
Tur ill the Dalihau and Karndtak and gram in the latter province were also unsatisfactory. lu 
Sindrwith the exception of Thar and Piirkar, the yield, owing to the low inundation, was below 
the normal. 

7. — Prices. 


"Prices wore, on the whole, very ranch easier than in the preoerling year, especially among 
staple food stuffs. Throughout the whole of the Presidency pvojior there was a reduction of from 
« 40 to BO per cent, in the prices of jowari and bajri, while wheat was everywhere cheaper. Pice 
and dal showed little fluctuation, except for a small rise in the price of the latter in the Southern 
Piviakn. ‘ In Siud the variation in prices was inconsiderable, although rice was generally dearer 
thanm the ijrevious year. 

8. — Wages. 

In the Presidency proper there was a slight upward tendency in the rates of wages 
for skilled and unskilled labour, especially in the districts of Surat, Kaira, Khaudesh, Sholdpiu- 
and Dli'irwdr. The average rata for skilled labour varied from anuas S to Ee. 1 and foi- 
nnskilled labour from anuas 3 to annas 6. In Sind there was no appreciable fluctuation, the 
rites averaging from, anuas 8 to Es. 1-4-0 for skilled, and from annas 4 to annas 8 for 
unskilled, labour. ' 


3. Horticulture. 

Public Gardens. » 


The Bombay Municipality maintained 9 public gardens at a cost of Es. 55,818. The Bombay Municipal 
number of visitors to the Victoria Gardens increased from 1,370,223 to 1,786,764 owing to the Oaraens, 
increased popularity of the gardens on account of the additions to the zoological collections aud 
other' improvements. The receipts from plants and flowers was Es. 10,356, the largest since 
1892-93. 
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The gardeos imder the management of the Agri-hortieultural Society of Western India 
continued to maiptaiu the steady progress sliovru during the past few years. ^ The sales '•of 
seeds, cut flowers, and plants especially inoreasecl considerably and evinced the popularity of the 
Institution, 'fhe useful and ornamental character of th^ gardens was maintained up to high 
standard and careful administration resulted in a net jorofit of about Bs. 2,200. The obciety 
proposed to make a further estension of experiments and Government have agreed to help tif the 
extent of Rs, 8,000 per annum in this dhection. »

During the year the area of reserved forest increased hy 8 .square miles and the area of 
protected forest decreased by 120 acres. The Dang forests were differentiated into ‘'Reserved ” 
aud “ Protected ” with revised areas respectivedy of 217 and 435 square miles. 

The outer boundary was cleared for 229 miles, and C31 miles were demarcated by cairns in 
Thaua, Surat and Panoh Mahdls, The total cost of these operations, including' repairs, amouijipd 
to Rs. 7,542.

The area of reserved foi-est decreased from 1,069 tn 1,052 square miles during Ihe year, 
while tbe area of protected forest remained at 585 acres. The action of tire river produced a 
net gain of 3,674 acres by erosion as compared with a net loss in 1901-1902 of 3,187 acres. 

. Government sanctioned the Working Plans report of the Jerruck Division. The organiza- 
tion work of the Sadhiya Range was completed during the year. 93 coupes wove marked ofi 
«wth an area of 8,170 acres. The total cost of the field work amounted to Bs. 5,939. 

Hyderabad 19 miles were demarcated and 388 cairns erected and 5 miles were defined 
by boundary marks. The Surveyor checked 100 miles of bountoes in Nanshtihro. 36 miles 
of rides -were c«t at an average cost of Rs. 6-12-8 per mile. 15,366 boundary marks were 
erected and repau-od over a length of 1,518 miles at a cost of Bs. 3,704, 

Criminal proeeeutions numbered 77 and resulted in convictions in 56 oases. The Divisional 
OffioBi'B compounded 858 cases for Rs. 70S, Illicit grazing cases numbered 1,891, Rs. 1,313 
“Wng'.j’acoived in compensation. In Jerruck offences of this class increased from 52 to 336 
’ during tl^e'year. 

Ihe area traversed byjii'e increased considerably from 1,298 to 9,558 acres, probably owing 
to, the drought and consequent poor grazing. Incendiarism was strongly suspected in 
Hyderabad*. 

A poor inundation prohibited good natural reproduction and retarded artificial reproduction. ’ 

Free grants of timber were made to the value of Rs. 1,145. 

Tbe revenue shows a falling off from the previous year, the receipts being R.s. 2,61,650 
only as against Rs, 3,34,739 in 1901-1902. The total esponditnre fell from Bs. 1,63,892 to 
Rs. 1,41,317 and the net .surpilus decreased from Rs. 1,70,847 to Es. 1,20,333. 
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^ 5- Mines and Quarries. 

No mines or quarries of any importance were worked in the Presidency during the year. 

Attention as, however, now being paid to the old gold-fields in the Dhdrwar District and pro- 
epcrt«g licenses have been granted over an area of 6,720 acres in the district. 

6. Manufactures and Industries. 

Information regarding the principal industries in the Presidency, viz., cotton spinning and 
Weaving, salt mauutactnre and distillation of liquor, may be found under separate headings. , 

There wa.s a general brisk revival in the cotton ginning industry consequent upon the improve- 
ment in the seasonal conditions. This revival was particularly marked m the distriets of 
Ifftiandeoh and Belgauns. The rice-huskiug factories in Sind were fully employed throughout the 
year. Hand weaving, which had been at a very low ebb, showed some improvement with the 
subsidence of famine, but the condition of the weavers in some of tlie Southern Districts was stiO 
very back waul. Some of the older industries, such as wood carving in Kdnara and silk cloth 
weaving in Tirana, were seriously on the decline, hut the new agave fibre industry in Thana, the 
sugar refinery at Poona and the hemp pressing factory in the Ranch Maltitls all gave promise of 
a successful future. ,

The number of factories increased from 390 to 400, of which 204 were perennial and 196 Ninnhor of factories.®

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The numlier of bnilora on the register in the Presidency and Sind was 2,921 and .at Adou 3 1, 
being .an increase of 72 from the previous year. The number of regular iuspeolious was l,-l66 
and 37, respectively. The number of casual visits, iuelucling Aden, fell from 850 iu 736, 

The number of certiHeates granted under Section 21 of tho Act iu the PrcBidency and Sind 
increased from 131 to 192, those granted under Section 22 from 27 to 28 and those iiiTiTiii' 
Scotiou 23 from 1 to 3. At Aden one certificate was issued under Section 21. 

The receipts declined from Rs. 51,06-1 to Rs. 50,377 and the oxiieuditiire increasefi from'

coinage to the value of Its. S,77|l)9,595 as against Es. 4,32,16,189 in. 1901-1905. 

Tlj^ esj)ort trade consists of two bvanelres (1) Export of foreign merct^andiseafrom Bombay 
to European, Asiatic and ’African ports, and (2) Esnort of Indian mercliaiidiseto foreign ports. 
The total value of the transactions rose from Rs. -15,56,38,471 to Bs. 46,16,51,707. 

'• The total yalue of foreign merohandiEo re-exirnrted from Bombay fell from Ba. 253 to Its. 227 
Idkhs, a drop of 120 Idklis from lS93-9-t, The most s tri'ang decline with in re-esports to Persia, 
the value of which has fallen to less than half that at the beginning of the decade, owing prin- 
cipally to the estahliahment of direct commnnioation. The trade with East Africa (13 lakhs as 
against 16 in 1901-1902 and 31 in 1893-91) has shown a corresponding falling off for the same 
reason. The principial articles of trade were cotton mauufaetm'ea (99 Mkhs), proviBions,. metals 
and tea. 

The exports of Indian mcroliandise increased finm B.s. So, 29,25, 886 to Rs, SC, OS, 89, 910. 
Piaw cotton, cotton twist and yarn and seeds fr.rmed 75 pier cent, of the total exports. There 
decrease of 110 lakhs in the ftrst two, but an increase of -t71 lakhs in shipments of seeds, 
whioh brought tlis total to the second largest ftgnio of the decade. Grain and pulse oontn- 
biilad an increase of 63 laldis. Opiuin expiorts advanced by 22 Ididis, being helped by the partial 
lailiiKfi Ilf local crops, hut the figures were still cousiilerably below the five years’ average. 
The incMaae in seeds was mainly duo to inci'e.ases of -12 lakhs in cotton seed and 77 Mkhs in til 
or jiiAjiiii seed. 'L’lie decrease in cotton twist and yarn es^iorts was largely owing to a decrease 
of 671 laldis in shipments to China, due partly to the heavy stocks of the previous year’s ship- 
ments, pwrtly to the diaorganizatiou of the Chinese o.xcliange, and partly to the high freight 
rates. 

Exports of gold incre.ased by 13 Idklis, shipments to Ceylon showing an advance of 22} 
Iflkhs, and to the United Kingdom a falling ofl of 6} Mkhs. Exports of silver, consisting 
chiolly of British dollar.! to the Straits and Hongkong and of Government of India rupees to the 
4 ,siglL 0 and African ports, deorcised from 4'41 to 4'39 crores. 

^lie trade with Euvopican ooniitries impiroved in value to the amount of Es. 3,35,15,091. 
There was a decrease of 2 per cent, in' the value of the imj»rt trade with the United Kingdom, 
and an increase of 41 per cent, in the export trade mainly owing to the increased shipments 
of raw cotton, oilseeds, wheat, homp and raw wool. Tlie import trade with other Eurojiean 
countries doclinud from 651 to 59-1 la'lchs, largo reductions haiiug occurred in the trade with 
Germany (24 Mkhs), Austria- tluugavy (22 Idkhs), and Italy and E,nssia (11 Idkhs each). There 
jvas, how'Wer, a large rise of 230 hlklw in the exports of Indian produce. The value of the 
ti'iflo'vtkth Africa and adjacent islands rose by nearly S Itikhs and with America by nearly 24 
“Idklis (maUiIy owing to iinpiorts of kerosiue oil from the United State). Tlie value of trade 
iviiTi Asiatic countries fell off by 365 Ididis, exjvirts to China of Indian produce decreasing by 
124' Idlrhs and to Japan by '267 laldi.s. The chief items of decrease in the import trade with 
Australia were horses (-1 lakhs) and wheat : the exports to that colony were small as usual. 

The umnhor of vosscla whioh entered and cleared with cargoes from and to foreign ports 
innveased from 1,597 to 1,639 with a tonnage of 2,-198,658. Of the.se 742 were British, 841 
lieloiigwl to other European nationalities, 260 to Asiatic coniitries and 306 were native craft.

- There was a total decline under imports from British [lorts in other Provinces of 153 lakhs, 
Madi'.as alone showing an increase of 3-1 lakhs. The deoroaBe of 29 lakhs in imports from 
Bengal was due to a contraotiou of 3-3 hikhs m coal. The reduction in the imfiorts of rioo (56 
Idklis) acoounted for the falling off in Burma imports, while the large increase of the previous 
year in Sind imiiorts (100 Mkhs) was counterbalanced by as large a decrease in the year under 
report, owing chiefly to a restriction of the imiiorts of raw cotton, grain and pulse, jowari, 
bairi and wheat, liusaed and laxie-ieed, and dried fruit. 

Trade wifclr Brifcidh portis iu the Presideucy dliow'cd a slig^lit inevease of less than dug 
Xier cent. 

The import trade with Ciitch, Kathidwar and the Gdekwar’s territory declined by over 13 
liikhs, while that with Cambay was nearly doubled. The trade with Goi* increaBed by nearly

The external land trade of the province is carried on with Afghanistan, Baluchistan and 
Seistan. The value of imports and exports amounted to Es. 79,57,549 or over 22 per cent, 
less than the figures of 1901-1902. 

Tho import trade showed a decrease of Ra. 16,09,156 or over 27 per cent., the decrease Imports, 
.^being mainly observable in the following items, viz., horses, ponies and mules, Enropean piece- 
gTodsXro-imported), fruits and nuts other than cocoanuts (1‘5 Idkhs), wheat (2' 16 Idkhs), ghi 
(7*93 lakhs), mustardand rape-seed (1'20 Mkhs) and raw wool (8'23 lakhs).

''inJroase on the other hand in the imports of sheep and goats, Indian, cotton piece-goods (ro- 
im'poi^ed), assafmtida, hides and skins, silk (manufactured), stone and marble, and silver (1-10 
Idldis). The imports from Afghanistan alone showed a heavy decline of Es. 11,60,473. 

The value of the export trade dropped over 14 per cent, from the previous yearns figures. Exports. 
The decrease is chiefly uotieeable in cotton piece-go^s (8 lakhs), indigo (1'40 Idkhs), nnhusked 
rice, ^nny bags and cloth and Indian tea (especially to Seistan), also in manufactured leather 
and silk, iron, refined sugar and woollen piece-goods (espociully to Southern and Western 
Afghanistan). There was, however, an increase in wheat (1 lakh), husked rice and other rain 
crops, raw wool, foreign tea and silver (3 lakhs). The decrease in exports was chiefly notice- 
able in Seistan owing to stagnation in trade, brought about by famine and drought, as well as to 
the new Persian Customs Tariff.

The iptal value of the trade of Aden by sea and land increased from Rs. 9,18,85,047 in 
1901-J1902 to Es.

The value of the export ti'ade by sea rose from Rs. 3,93,80,456 to Es. 4,04,01,650 '-''F®- 
and that of the export 'trade to the main land fell from Ra. 24,48,199 to Rs. 15,26,739. 
Increases occurred in the exports of hides and skins (mainly to the United Slates of America) , 
ivory and ghi, and decreases in the exports of white and coloured manufactures, metals and 
raw tobacco. The deoiease in the export trade to the main land was partly duo to a large num- 
ber of the pack camels ordinarily omifioyed by traders being hired for the Aden Boundary Com-

The capital expenditure during the year on the Mhaawad Tank amounted to Es. 4,150 
and was incurred chiefly on raising the waste weir to the full sanctioned height.

All the^above are intended for famine relief projects only. The two elaborated schemes 
1 appear Very suitabli^ and the Dadur scheme is promising. In October 1902 the field work 
was completed. The expenditure from the 31st March 1902 wejs on the Snki Project 
Es.5jl28j Titudi Project Es. 2^107, and on the remainder lls. 1,290 or a total of Es. 6,531 
in all. ^ 

The superior establishment of the Superintending Engineer on Special Duty consisted 
at first of temporary Engineers lacking experience of irrigation work, but later on four 
otHcers of the permanent establishment were appointed to assist him ns they hecama 
available ; the first arrived in May and the last joined at the end of December 1902. Three 
of these officers were placed in charge of the largest projects, and the fourth was attached 
to the Superintending Bngineeris office. 

.The following is a brief account of the -work done on the protective irrigation 
projects. 

(fflfe Nira Canal Survey was begun with a few subordinates at the end of March 1902. Nira Survey. 
Starting from, the weir at Yir 33 miles of canal were aligned on the Right Bank of the Nira 
Rival' as far as Phaltan, and in the Ghat area two storage projects were surveyed for iu the 
Nira and Gunjowni Valleys before the monsoon broke. 


Pive alternative dam sites had) been chosen and a large number of trial pits were 
excavated. The canal line was carried on for another 80 miles before the end of the year 
and the preliminary designs and estimates for the whole project were submitted with a 
repprt to Government on the 5th February 1903. 

The papers included 10 alternative estimates of the cost of constructing 112 miles of 
Canal with the necessary storage works, etc., and the usual statements of financial forecasts 
for tjjree schemes selected. 

, In revieiving this report the Indian Irrigation Commission expressed their opinion that 
the investigatian had not been carried far enough, and that every possible storage scheme 
should be oxamined and the canal line extended to its utmost limit before any final decision 
be arrived at as regards its construction.

■ * • The Gok^k CauaL Extension Survey ■was carried out by four small parties. It comprised 
a"total length of 108 miles of main canal and 128 miles of brnneh canals. The work was 
sufficiently advanced to enable a report on the whole project to be submitted to Govern- 
men^Uy the end of March, with the preliminary plans and estimates for two alternative 
schemes and financial forecast statements. A separate small scheme called the Monsoon 
Canal Extension without extra storage was also reported on. 

The rough survey for a tank iu the Koyna Valley was begun in November 1902 ; good Kriakna Survey. 
sites*were found above and below Helwak, The Krishna Left Eauk Canal Extension purvey 
wa.s carried out for a distance of 28 miles towards Miraj, The area commanded is rather 
restricted, because the bed sKipe of the river is very sUght and the land on the left side 
is high, with large spurs running towards the river. The canal survey is being continued. 

■4 .,The ^jodaveri surveys were started in September 1902, No trace remains of the old Goclaveri b'urvey. 
canal lines run in 1864 j- 7'0, but some old records were found. The pick-up weir site and basin 
at Nandur Madhmeshwar were surveyed during the year and a Left Bank Canal aligned 49 
miles long up to the Nizam’s boundary. The Eight Bank Canal was aligned for 46 miles. 

The latter will be about 100 miles long when completed. The Kadwa and Unanda Valleys 

to the North of Naaik were first surveyed for storage tank sites, and work was also begun ^ 

in the Darna Valley at the end of the year. 

... -T. " The old plans have been found showing tank and canal surveys carried out between ciuat Tanks Survey. 
i8S6-1871 on the GhoS River and its tributaries near Sirnr in the Poona and Nagar Districts. 

Investigations were begun iu connection with these schemes, which are not altogether 
unpromising. _ . 

The Executive Engineer, Nagar, has begun some surveys on the Mula River for storage Sun-ey. 
works and has also run a right bank canal hue from Edhuri towards Nev4sa. This is a very 
promising project. 

Thirteen 'rain-gauge stations were instituted at the beg-inning of the monsoon of Eaiu Gauges. 
1902, viz., 6 in the Ghat area in connection with Nira Right Bank Canal Project, 2 -or the 
Gokak Canal Project, 2 in SiitAra for the Krishna Canal, 1 for the Godaveri Project, 

2 for the Mula Project, and 1 for the Pauna Project in Poona. ^ 
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An attempt is being made to gauge the riTera also in conneotioii with 
jeots. The following gauges have been put up :

The establishment under the Superintending Engineer on too 31sb March 100^3 con- 
sisted of one Executive Engineer and two Assistants on tho permanent establishment £wo 
temporary Assistant Engineers under covenant from England and four engaged in Indih > 
nine Sub-Eugineers, ten Upper Subordinate Surveyors and twenty Lower Subordinate 
Surveyors, all on the temporary establishments. 

SIND. 


The inundation of 1902 was a very bad one. In June tbo river kept up well but it 
fell in July, and in August was -lower than it had been during the last 40 years, with the 
exception of 1899. Fortunately, exceptional and heavy showers of rain fell all over the 
Province at intervals throughout the season, especially in, August and September when 
most needed, and were the means of saving the crops over a vast area, wliioh must have"^ 
otherwise suffered severely, if they had not failed entirely. The fair irrig.atipg level of 
13 fsGfc at Buklsur was roaclicd on Blst Julyy but was only touoli 0 cT lor 5 days in tliG sf-cWisOii 
as compared with 42 days in 1901, and 55 days in 1900. Tho highest level at Bukkur was 
13-0 feet on 1st August as compared with 16-4 feet on 16th August 1901. Water touched 
hardly any of the river embankments. The river at Kotri did not reach the fair irri- 
gating level of 17 feet, during the season, its maximum height being 15-9 feet on 4 th August, 

Indus Riff/it Bank Division. 


The remodelling of the Desert Canal was practically completed. The work done durinjr 
year consisted chiefly of construction of the Adio Wah and two small distributaries from' 
the Kandhkot Ea]wah, 4 and 3 miles in length, respectively. The outlay on works was 
^3. .i,Oi,W7. Ihe canal, molnding its branches and distributaries, worked fairly satis- 
lactorily in spite of the exceptionally low inundation. It was opened on 0th June 1902 and 
was closed on 14th January 1903 for repairs, 

+R Wahanditsheadregulator was completed. 

The dVanrl which feeds the canal 
Jo f the supply was nob satisfactory throughout the season and rotation had to be 

resorted to to save tae crops. 

Tbp June and closed for repairs on 20th December. 

The suppty was on the whole satisfactory especially in the lower part of the canal. 
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. The Mahi Wah project was practically completed. The expeaditure to the end of the 
year was Ka. /,5S 462 against the estimate of Ea. 7,64,749. The expenditure during the 
year was principally on masonry works. With a view to improve the supply a new feeder 
ohanael froui the river, was cnt at a^ost of Es. 11,217. Improvements to the Gudu Dhaud 
moHtt were in progress, and the Dhand was thoroughly cleared at a cost of Es. 11,666, 

Iduring the year two Eajwahs were oonatrnGted on the Sukkur Canal and some minor 
improvements and’additions to masonry works carried out. The Ealinja Head was opened 

°° ^ supply riuBufficieut to meet the require- 

m_^ta, the old head was opened on thedth July and it remained so during the whole season 
with the exception of a few days in July, when the canal was closed on account of breaches in 
tiie upper part, winch were stopped without any damage to standing crops or extra expense 
o Cxovernment. The canal worked very well during the kharif aeasoUj but in the rabi season 
tne siyply was peJow the average owing to the set of the river being unfavourable, and water 
ceased to flow at the end of December, or two and a half months earlier than usual. A 
portion 01 the canal, close to the old head, having silted, was cleared during the season. 

■* The contour survey of the Ghar Canal was completed during the year, and detailed 
suiweys in connection with the schema for remodelling this canal were commenced, and the 
1 completed during the year. The canal was opened on the 15th May, 

andfftufe Ford "Wah was opened on tha 8th June to supplement the supply. Although the 
inundation was low, the maximum height reached in the Ghar being 2j feet lower than that 
Oi ttid previous year, still the canal may he said to have worked well. The course of the 
river was again unfavourable in the cold weather, causing erosion at the mouth of the Ghar 
and endangering the head regulator of the Nasrat. 

The embankments along the right hank of the Auxiliary Feeder of the Sind Canal were 
completed at a total cost of Es. 2,517, and the widening of a feeder channel, known as tha 
1899 1 eeder,’ was commenced, an expenditure of Es. 4,881 being incurred against the 
estimate of Es. 9,027. Additions and alterations to the canal chaukies were carried out at 
a cost of Es. 5,091 and a haulkshed was built for the head regulator over the Manghir Wah 

at' a cost of Es. 467. 


■^wing to the set of the river the mouth of the Western Kara had been seriously silted 
in the previous inundation. The silt was removed and in order to ensure a more certain 
supply, a project was prepared for, and work commenced on, a new mouth which at present 
promises very well. Heavy silt clearance was undertaken in the lower reaches of the canal and 
a new regulator was constructed at the head of one of its branches called the Gul Muhammad 
Wah. The Western Nara was opened on the 18th May and ceased to flow on the 16th 
'Qfitoh.er 1902.^ The set of the river continued unfavourable, atid this fact combined with 
' the abnormal inundation caused tha canal to work vary badly indeed. The crops sufiered 
'»g^:erall_f and were only saved from almost total loss by the unusually heavy rain. The 
hijl fl^ds caused a little damage to some of the small branches of the Nava, hut the damage 
d.ane was nothing as compared with the enormous amount of good done by the rain. 

On the Pinyari Canal the construction of two small inspection bungalows was commenced 
and one of the buildings was completed at a total cost of Es. 4,715 against the estimate of 
Es.J,S«7. 

This canal with its branches forms by far the most satisfactory system of canals in 
the .ECarAclii District. Although it suffered in common with the other canals from the 
effects of low inundation, still the area brought under cultivation was far greater relatively 
thai^ that on any other. A few breaches occurred in the main canal and in two of its 
branches, but they were successfully closed without any damage being done. 

A small inspection chauki that hod been commenced in the previous year on the Baghar 
• Canal was completed at a coat of Es. 5,365, and work was commenced on the construction of 
a second one. Tha canal has suffered from a short supply for some years and its improve- 
mbislJs under consideration. 

- The only work in progress on the Khanto Canal was a small inspection bungalow on 
which an expenditure of Es. 2,006 vyas incurred during the year. 

In the Shikdrpur Canals District a short length of road was constructed along the right 
^^bank of the Eajib Wah ; a new mouth to the Chitti Wah was nearly completed ; and a bad 
bend in the Masu Wah was straightened. The expenditure on clearance amounted to 
Es. 1,08,687. 

' In the Western INara Canals District a new month was cut to the oldriver channel called 
the Wahur, which feeds the Pritchard, Marvi and Wahur Canals. The left hank of the 
Pritchard Canal above the head regulator and the head regulator were strengthened and the 
canal itself was widened below the stop gate regulator at mile 21. The new Feeder to the 
Mnnohar Lake was widened; a new mouth was cut to the Marvi Wah; and the Young 
Wahex-Pritchard Canal was extended. _ « 

On the Kashmor Bun4 rupees 14,561 were expended during the year on new woi'ks, 
mainly on raising and strengthening tiie loop constructed in 1896, The river being low water 
did not touch the bund except in miles 6, 7 and 8, where the maximum depth was only two 
and a half feet. The outlay on maintenance and repairs was Es. 31,136 as against Es. 78,528 
during the previous year, the remarkably large decrease being mainly due to tli^ saving in 
patrolling establishment which was needed lor only a little more than half the usual time.

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Esteusioris and Improvements to the Suk]iiLr-Bef 2 ;ari Bund were carried out at a" total 
cost of Es,. 1,754 against the estimate of Bs. 2,099. Two new loop bimds were completed 
at a cost of Jls. 61,026 and Es. 61',519 respectively, and another estimated to cost 
Es. 49,082, was oommenceclj and an expenditure of Ei. 3,000 incurred. General ranairs^ 
cost Es. 8,860, 

Owing to the low inundation the water did not reach the Ghar bunds in sevseral places, 
and no breaches, or even^ leaks, occurred. ' ” 

Loop hands were constrnoTed in portions of the Lashari Band, Nangesha Band and 
Abad Bund, where the river was threatening and the work was practically complofed. 
There was active erosion of the river bank opposite the Abad, Naugeaha*aiid Fatohpur 
Bunds, Owing to the low inandation water did not touch the bands in any part. 


Kiriohi BnuiJs. The river was so low that only in the Shahbander and Jemik Sub-divisions wore the 

bands touched at all. The chief works carried out were : raising and strengthening 
portions of the Mulchand-Shahbandor and Panah-Baghar, and Baghar-Uchito Bunds ; con- 
struction. of a head regulator over the Nasir Wah ; and other minor works of small 
importance. The expenditure during the year on. these works was Es. 31,8(31. ThS" 
expenditure on maintenance and repairs during the year was Ks. 39,567. '' 

Scttcjs. During the season the cadastral survey of lands in the Elhelat territory, settled oB., the ' 

Desert and Bogari Canals, was in prog-ress. An area of 153,087 acres or 2,39 squarp miles 
was surveyed. Fifty-two villages in all have been dealt with, and the village mope- l^ave 
been made in accordance with tribal boundaries and of a size suitable for revenue purposes. 
No expenditure was incarred on earthen boundary marks. The demarcation was solely 
undertaken and completed by the land-holders. In addition to the earthen boundary 
marks, stones have been erected at the corners of the survey numbers in the areas subject 
to flooding by hill torrents. The net outlay, excluding Establishment and Tools and Plant 
charges, was Es. 41,814. The surveys in connection with the proposed remodelling of the 
Begari Canal were virtually completed, the expenditure dui’ing the year being Rs. 2j91ff. 
The preparation of the project has now been taken in hand. During tbe year an expend^ 
ture of Es. 5,839 was also incurred in making a contour survey of the Begari Canal wliioii 
approached completion. The contour survey (field work) of the Western Nara Di,ftrict 
was continued and almost completed, tho total outlay during the year being Es. 9,735. ' 
The survey of land taken up for the Young Wah extension was also completed at a coat of 
PiS. 50.

On tlie Nava Supply Cliannei the 12tli mile gauge road 21, feefc and over oontiufionsfTr^ 
froin June 13th to September 26th, the hig-hest depth available and admitted being ;23'2 feet, ' 
against 23'1 in 1901. There were no floods. »■ ^ 

The supply in the Eastern Nava was oqnal to that of last year, and an increase of about 
1,500 acres is expected, both in kharif and rabi, ■ 

Surveys were carried out for the proposed embankment on tbe right bank of the Mithrau 
Canal and for the extension of the Bata Bund at a coat of Bs. 242. These worfie^yore 
sanctioned in 1895, work being carried out in 1898 to the e.xtent of E.s. 2,858 on the Mithrnu 
embankment, and of Bs. 56,323 on tbe Bala Bund extension. The remainder of the work 
will bo carried out next cold season.

The canal and its distributaries wore Tnainfcainod iu good order at a total co*'t of 
Es. 29,490. The khai’if and rabi areas are expected to be about 4,300 and 3,300 acres, 
respectively, above those of 1901. ^ 

_ The Heran Canal was open throughout tbe year, and tbe cultivation is likely to show 
an increase. , 

The work of deepening the mouth portion of the Khira Canal w.aa commenced during 
the year, the expenditure being Es. 3,060 agaiust tba estimate of Es. 6,872. 

The area of cultivation was less than that of last yoar, as tbe zamiudftrs expected to 
get a poor supply again. An increase is aaticipatsd next season as tbo result of tbe 
improvements, 


n Canal worked woll. An increase is expected on tba kbarif area of about ■ 

2,000 acres, and a decrease of 1,000 in rabi. ^ 

In conueotioQ with the Hiral Canal, the earthwork in the main canal and minors, tho 
regulators and the bridges were nearly completed at a cost of Er. 90,969, and the whole 
project was completed early m 1903-04, with tho exception of outlets to water-courses. 
Uut ot 31 villages, land has bscu given out in 19, the remaining 12 being reserved for 
colonists from the Thas- and Parkar Desert. 


-Ro the total expenditure of the year jvas E-s. 2,65,624 of which 

■ , , / were for Works ’ only. The principal works were escape sluices at the tails of 
minors regu atois, bridges, buildings, masonry outlets to water-courses and contour surveys, 
most ot which were in the Southern District. The conditions at tbe Head Works are most 
tavourable, Tbe groynes oomstmeted before tba inundatiou, on the left bank of the Nara, 
above the Lett LJpstream Trainmg bank have worked well, and there are no scour holes near

tltte Head Woi-Jis. All the ha^s of the weir are clear of silt. The groyaea in the first 10 miles 
of the main canal which runs through sand have worked aatiafactorily and have protected;, 
tho sides from scour. The spur hanks constructed on the berms from 11 to J.2 ^ mdes, have' 
,also |erved their purpose, and the d6ep ohaunels along the toes of the hanks have been silted 
up ”t'^ high water level. iNo breaches of any importance occurred. The expenditure on 
lEstensjionfHand Iinproveraeuts was Ea. 1,441 and the maintenance charges including Revenue 
and Works. Establishment and the maintenance of the telegraph line amounted to Rs. 
1,54,794. The total area irrigated under both kharif atsd rabi'is about 277, OjO acres or 
nearly 60,000 acres more than last year and the remissions are trivial. The gross revenue 
accruing from the canal for the revenue year will, it is expected, be not less than Es. 
10,16,600. This amount includes Rs. 1,58,317 levied as extra water rate, sanctioned in 
Government Eesolution No. 2956, dated the 2nd May 1903. The interior survey of the 
squared debs in the Southern District in the Jame.sabad and Mirpur Khas Tdlukas was 
completed during the year, and also the resurvey of tho village boundaries of the uusquared 
delia ill the Northern District. The new records for the nnsqnared villages in the Northern 
^District were prepared and issued to village and titlnka officers, and those for the Southern 
District ^ere taken in hand. The canal was opened in the middle of May for kharif 
cuftivation. The supply was sufficient, with an average discharge at head of 2,413 cusecs 
fror)j’4uly to October. The rabi season opened with a good supply which continued till the 
end" o.,E the season. Heavy rain in March caused some damage to crops. The duty per 
cnse&is liighar than in the previous year and it will iucrea.se when all the laud under command 
ia given out for cultivation. Malarial fever was prevalent, especially in the months of 
October, November, December and January which is the seaeou for khiiiif crops being 
harvested and rabi sowings made. This iiuheaRhiness therefore affects to some extent the 
development of irrigation in the rabi season. 


, "" The expenditnro of the year on the Dad Wah was Ra. 1,99,960 ( ' Works ’ only) mainly 
otT distributaries. The works described in the last year’s report were completed. Extending 
and deepening the two brancho.s Raj Wah and Yakhtiar Wah, commenced last year, were also 
kompleted. Two regulators on the mam canal, three on branch canals, oue cross over-bridge 
and-sfour drainage channels were commenced during the year, knriahs and kasis were 
excavated by this Department at a cost Rs. 96,682 and some excavation was carried out by 
siainindilrs also. The canal was mamtained at a total cost of Ks. 99,613. Owing to the .'-iUing 
up of the mouth of tho Feeder Dhnnd, due to licavy ei’osioii of the river along the opposite 
hank, and the two severe falls in the river in August, the canal suffered seriously, A gang 
of men with boats were working for several months to keep the Feeder Dhand clear. Four 
-now channels were dug frqm two other Dhiinds bo .suppleiuenb the Dad Feeder supply. This 
, cud soaio (rood and with the heavy rain saved the crops. The interior survey of 32 villages 
was completed and new records were prepared and issued to village and tdlnka officers. 

, Wie outlay of the year on the Nasrab Canal was Rs. 4,28,318 (‘ Works ’ only) of which 
Be. 3,23,840 were expended on earthwork, and tho remainder on regulators, bridges and 
chtCukiea. ’ Masonry works commenced last year were completed aud the fixing of mile, bed 
and tally stones on the main canal and hrauobea was commenced. The excavation of four dis- 
tributoffieswas taken in hand, aud nearly finished during tho year, and the excavation of kavias 
amJ'kasia ill eight villages was nearly completed and about Jrd of the work was doue in five 
others. Progress was made in the widening of the Nasrah and the wTiole work will be ready 
for the coming inundation. Lundo, a branch canal which was extended and improved worked 
satisfactorily during the year under report. The initial survey having been completed, tho 
.detpcrcabion of new village bouudarios and their interior surveys was taken in hand. Some 
22,100 acres were allotted duriug the year. 

The Mehrab Oanal was fhamtained at a total expenditure, including Work Establishment 
' of-Rs. 7,530, and with its branches worked fairly well till September, when the bed of its 
feeder siRed up, owing tq the greater quantity of the water in this feeder lludiug iLs way 
by another branch into Khairpur Territory, An arrangement has been made to prevent 
this occurring again. The branches were assisted by rotation. 

The capital outlay of the year on the Fnleli Canal was Rs. 33,130 ( “ "VYorks only), of 
•which Es. 19,041 were spent on distributaries from the Escape for rabi cultivation. The 
—additions to the Mirwah Talhar Regulator ref orred to in last year’s report were completed at 
a total cost of Rs. 2,014. The contour survey was carried on in the Guni, Hyderabad and 
Dero Mohbat Tdlnkas, the expenditure heiug Rs. 8,870. Improvements to tho Pandhi Wah 
were in progress, themxpeuditure being Rs. 4,608 out of the estimate of Rs. 19,813. The 
maintenance charges during tpbe year, inclndiug Work and Navigation Establishments 
amounted to Rs. 1,24,1 M. About 900 bouts plied on tho canal duriug the year, which carried 
about 500,000 maunds of produce, and the receipts from taxes on boats and steam launches 
amounted to Rs. 6,229, against which Rs. 3,082 were expended for the benefit of navigation. 
Although the inundation was a very bad one, there will not he muob decrease in cultivation, 
the area of which was kept up by carrying on rotation throughout the se.ason. Kharif will 
show a decrease, but an increase is expected in rabi, which will probably be a record one. 
This large rabi area ia largely dne to tho Fuleli Escape, which besides having stopped 
breaches, enables the Fuleli to be kept open throughout the year, so that water for rabi 
can. be obtained at any season. The ndvau^ges of the Escape are more and more evident 
jsvery year. ' 
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Tha Nai’eja Eegnlatov on the old Fuleli proved of the grejktGst nse, as hj; closing 'it tile 
crops in the Hyderabad Sab-Division were saved from almost complete rein. 

Tha Hcisanali pi'oject was sanctioned under Governpient RasoluKon No. W.I. — 2029 of 
28tli Septeiiiher 1901, and the expeuditiire during the year wA’s Rs. 8S,937 (" Works "fculyy 
out of the estimate of Es. 1,88,612. The object oE this canal is to feed the lower part 6? tile 
Gaja Wall, nhieli is now fed from the Puleli, direct from the Indus, which ifill give it a ^ 
better supply and allo\v,of the whole Gaja Wah supply being used el.sSwhor 0 ''iu the Guni * 
Talnka where it is much wantod.'' By this there will bo a largo increase of cultivation with- 
out any further drain from the Puleli, which is irrigating as much as it can irrigate, until 
distributary cliamioLs ivith masonry sluices are provided, so that the distrfbution may be 
under complete coutrol, which it is not at present. 

The Alih.ihar Canid worked fairly well but its br.'inohes did not get a sufficient supply 
owing to the low inundation. There were no broaches. The canal was maintained at 
a cost of Rs. 3,683. 

On the Great Marak, Canal certain extensions and improvements were carried out at a 
cost of Rs. 2,309. 'I’hese consisted of a second class chaiiki e.sti mated to cost R^. 3,926, a 
regulator at the head of ii branch canal and head sluices to five private kariaa to which 
Rs.7G1 were contributed by tbo zainiudar.s. Tho canal and its branches were maiiitain^at an •" 
expenditure of Es. 18,3i0 including ‘Work’ E-stalilisliinent and worked fairly well. *' 

Tha expenditure on maintenance and repairs to tho Parfraa Wall incliTcllug ‘A^ork 
Estciblishniout’ amounted to Es. 13,012. The canal worked fairly well, hut owing to the 
low inundation some of the. branch canals ceased to flow occasionally. The area under 
cultivation is expected to be about the average.

The river bunds in the neighbourhood of Hyderabad, the Nnulakhi Bhorti Bnnd and • 
the Hala Bunds wore maintained at a total cost of Rs. 11,196. A.s the river was very low 
no builds were touched by water. As tho erosion of the Naulakhi Bhorti Bund continued 
the construction of a loop was necessary and earthwork to the extent of Rs. 14,985 was clone 
during the year. The loop has a top width of S feet with front and roar slopes of 8 tij i- —

Discharges were mpasured regularly at Snkkur and Kotri, throiighont the /ibkalani season, Discliargc of the 
and’.i^ intervals during the cold weather, the velocities being taken by Haskell Current 
Metei^. The maximum discharge measured at Sukkur was 475,225 ousecs on 1st August, 

> when "fhe mean velocity was 8'2 feet per second, and the Bukknr gauge read 13'5 feet, the 
maximum reading of the season. The mimmnm discharge nieasured at Sukkur was 
18,947 buseos on 9tli March 1003, when the mean velocity was 2'26 feet per second, and the 
Biifekur gange^read I'O foot, the lowest reading of the year. This agrees with several of the 
discharges measured by diftereut Executive Engineers iu 1800, the results of which were 
given ill Mr. Joyner’s report to Government, No. 3770, dated the 1st November 1890, while 
Acting Supoiiutending Engineer in Sind. In this report Mr. George’s discharge at Snkkur 
is given as 20,889 cusoo.=i, and Mr. Chandanani’s as 20,002 at Snkhapur, using their own

CHAPTER V -FINANCIAL REYIEW, 


1. Financial Eeview, 1902-1903. 


I. — Genehal Eejiaeks. 

In ttis review the receijrts and eipenditnve of the Civil Department in Bombay^. 
Presidency are compared with those of the preceding year. The figures for 1901-1905 do not 
entirely agree with those in the financial review for that year owing to certain journal entries 
having' been made after the submission of the review altering the accounts for that year", "rjl'he ‘ 
figures for 1902-1903 are similarly subject to alteration before the accounts arc finally closed. 

II. — Qnoss Eevende. * 

The gross Imperial, Provincial and Local Receipts in the Civil Department for the year 
under report amounted to Rs. 13,96,70,087 as compared with Rs. 14,08, 94,639®in the preceding 
year. The Imperial receipts showed an increase of Rs. 30,9 1,636, while the Provincial reeeiute 
decreased by Rs. 47,79,861. The chief variations are explained below : — 

III.— iMPEttiAL CiviE Revenue. 

1. The increase in Land Revenue of Rs. 4,e5,74i4 was mainly due to tlio fact that srmllor 
contributions were made from Imperial to Provincial Revenues. Thore was a falling off in the 
land revenue proper^ due to smaller collections of arrears than in the previous ye,i,t'.

prosperity of the people, to an rnoreased consumplion of opium and to better receiirts from duty 
on ganja under the Hemp Drugs Act. 

6. The decrease in Customs of Rs. 8,32,162 fell mainly under " Soa-Oustoms Imports 'h 

due to unusually large imports of sugar and cotton manufactures in the previous year.

Remittances. 

Under the main head of Bemittances, there was .m iiiorease in the outgoings 
(Rs. 2,56,36,159) imder Post Office owing to a falling off in the receipts and in the inland 
parcel lates and to an inoi'case in oxiienditnre. Under Marine the increase in outgoings ' 
(Es. 43,10,798) was due to charges in con-neotion with the transports to Somaliknd. Receipts 
under Public Works (Rs. 8,11,57,78^ rose owing to inoveased oavnings of the Great Indian 
Peninsula and Southeru Mahrdtta Railways and to expenditure in connection -with the Corona- 
tion Darbar. There was an increase under Remittance Account between England and India 
(Rs, 60,77,147), due partly to the purchase of silver in England and partly to an improveine.n> 
in the Postal and Money Order transactions. _ 

2. Mint. 

The value of gold bullion and coin tendered by the public in exchange for rupees amounted 

to Rs, 3,23,23,056 in value as compared with Rs. 2,12,95,525 in the previous year. ' ' . 

The amount of nneurreut Government silver coin, including cut coins from Railways, re- 
ceived for le-coinage was Rs. 2,61,84,780, the large excess over the rooeipts for tlio previous year 
being due to the continued withdrawal of tbe coinages of 1840, East India Company's coins 
known as Aroot rupees of the value of Bs. 18,009 were also remitted to the Mint. The 
re-ccinage into Government rupees of the silver currency of the Native State of Indore was 
oai'i'ied out under arrangements similar to those pre'viou.sly adopted in the case of othor Native 
States. The exchange value of the Indore remittance amounted to Rs. 2,98,86,014. The -falue - 
of silver bullion tendered by the Exchange Banks for coinage into British dollars and brought 
to account was Rs. 6,89,85,222, or more by Rs. 48,75^692 than in the preoeding year. ^ 

61,391,504 rupees were struck during the year for the Government of India and the Indtjre 
Darbdr. Up to the end of December 1902 these coinages bore the effigy of Pier late Msdestv 
and the inscription “ Viotoria Empress ” with the date 1901. The rupee of Edward VII has 
been struck since Ist January 1903. The coinage of British dollars on behalf of tenderers 
of silver bullion amounted to 30,404,499 pieces against 25,684,971 in 1901-1902. 

The I'ovenue from all sources was Rs. 66,02,433 against Rs. 61,33,184. The total expend- 
iture, including pro foma charges to the amount of Ra. 4,50.619, was Es. 14., 98, 741, or more- 
by Es. 5,03,452 than that of the preceding year. 

3. Currency. , • —

The net circulation of currency notes rose in value from 709 lAkhs to 815. The increase 
or 106 Idkhs was contributed to by notes of all denominationB. The monthly variations were 
considerable. The retutning prosperity accounted for tbe general improvement in the oiroulation. 
As^m the previous year the circulation of iiotes of lower value was highest after the monsoon, 
the cn-eiilation of notes of high denommation reached its maximum in November and steadily 
declined until the lowest point was reached in February. The daily average of notes received 
and issued morBMed by 91 and 542 respectively. Encashment of notes of all foreign cii'cles 
decreased feom Rs. 2,68,45,540 to Rs. 2,56,76,500, the decrease being most marked in the 
case oi Maffi'as and Caheut notes. ^ m vwj 
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During the year llj700 skroff-inai'ked and otherwise defaced coins were withdrawn h'om 
circulation, as compared with 2,966 withdrawn in the preceding' year. 

Issues of small silver coin rose rfrom Es. 13,15,542 in 1901-1902 to Es, 16,29 533, and 
feceijj^s from Ea. 12,30,9 -16 to Ks. 12,48,289. 

Elbcoiptj of sovereigns and half sovereigns amounted to Es. 3,51,69,262, including 
E-s. 3j2t),63,fi'50 received direct from importers of gold. Issues were Es. 1,46,75,730, inclnd" 
ing Es. 24,48,000 exported from India. The net issues of sovereigns fo the public for general 
cii'cvilatiou amounted to Es. 31,67,017. 

Gold bullim to the value of Es. 12,36,271 was received from the public, and issues amount- 
ed to Es. 16,49,006 remitted to England. 

Wo silver bnllion was purchased in England.

The Public Works Revenue falls under two heads. Imperial Military and Provincial Civil. 
The revenue under the former head, derived mainly from miscellaneous sources, rose from 
Rs. 9,013 to Rs. 10 , 723 . The Provincial Civil Eevennej consistiug chiefly of tolls on roads 
and rents of buildings, fell from Es. 6,15,278 to Es. J,S4,0i2, the receipts from the former 
showing a decrease of Es. 26)268. 
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The US'!; impeiial receipts of the port of Bombay from import duties amounted to Imperial rccoipta. 
Es. 1,68,01,732 j an advance of nearly 4J Idklia as compared with the joravious year. The most 
strUdng increases were under Silver bullion, coin and other iiTetals (i2i Idkhs) and kernsino oil 
(2 idkhs). There -were larg'e decreases on the other hand under sn era r (44 Itikhs) and cotton 
piece-goods (6*lakhB). Exports duty on rice and rice flour realized Es. 3/17,9-14 as against 
its. 2,63,9 77 of the previous year. 

Provincial receipts fell from Es. 70,685 to Rs. 66,520 owing to a falling off in tranship- Provincial receipts, 
ment fees and in fees for amendments and duplicates of Customs documents. 

Drawbacks totalled Es. 2,78,447 as against Es. 2,46,930 in 1901-1902. The largest Drawliaiks ami 
inorease was on account of Silver bullion and coin (Rs. 39,674) and the largest decrease on refimds, 
account Jf cotton goods (Es. 23,545). Eelunds of import duty rose from Es. 80,365 to

r.oo m, P^^Wioations increased from 1,288 to 1,331. Of theso, 701 were books and 

Jb33 penoflicals.^ Ihe mimber of books in Englisli was 87 ; books in Gujarati increased to 260 
and- in Mnratlu to i^S. I oetry and religion were, as usual, the priiiBi])al siibiects (’53 .as 
against 242 books being rogisteied). while miBcellaiieous subjects numbered 151. Of tlie 633 
liei-iqdiCals, 443 treated of miHcellaneous topics, while 44 were on medical subjects and 63 
on religion. There was no vetnaoular publication during the year of speoinl sianifleance or 
meiit. " ^ ^ 


" NewsPArEES. 

At the end of tlie year 1902 there wore 148 newspapers and G periodicals agaiiist 147 
newspapoi’S and 5 pieriodicals in 1001. 22 newspapers were newly started dining the year and 

20 nld publications ceased to exist. Out of the total of 154 newspapers aiid”poriodicals 25 
...^iGi' cent, were published in the Oity of Bombay, 28 per cent, in the Ooutral Division and 'the 
i«Bt distributod over the other Divisions and Native States. The Kesari again had the largest 
oircCila/tion (14,U(}0), while the Kdi increased its circulatiou from 3,500 to'’5,400. As iii^tlie 

* previous year, the Bombay Samddt&i', with a daily circulation of 4,000, headed the list of 

* Gujainti papers. 

The Coronation of Ilis Majesty King Edward VII was a topic of never-failing interest, 
but adverse comments were made upon the visits of Native Chiefs to England. All captious 
critioism, however, was hushed at the sudden news of the King's illness, which evoked umversal 
expressions of deep sympathy and sorrow. The proposal to charge the Indian Treasury with 
. j 3 i 0 cost? of^ the ou.fei'taimiieut of the Indian guests in England was the occasion for bitter 
^uij}giTalito*in both the sober and .scurrilous sections of the Native 'Press. The Delhi Darbar 

* W{IE ew^-hatically oondeimipd by a majority of the newspapers as an unjustifiable extravagance 
anil an empty display. Lord Curzon's defence of the Darbar faileil to satisfy the Press, which, 
wj.tlr a few exceptions, did not seem to appreciate its wide political significance, although 
it was generally coucedod that the encouragement of Indian arts and industries by the 
Exliibitiwi was a redeeming leature of the ceremony. The proposal to select two 3 'onng Kumiirs 
■£iB ^ Pages -of-Hononr" to the Viceroy was bitterly assailed. Nevertheless Lord Curzon's 

' ^opularil.y with the more sober section of the Native Press remained uudimmisbed and the 
suggest ed oxtenaioii of his tenure of oIRce was warmly welcomed. Lord Salisbury's retirement 
called forth adverse comments on his policy in regard to India, which was looked upon as a 
policy'' of reaetion .and repression.’' The appointments of Lord Kitchener to the command 
'"of the Indian army and of Sir Antony MaoDonoll to the India Council were approved of. 
Thc-attitude of the Press towards the Boer war was scarcely modified during the year and 
- the news of ] 3 eace was received with general apathy. Much dissatisfaction was expressed at 
the'conslitntion of the Uriiversiiie.s Commission and the Commission's Report roused a storm of 
adfarse criticism, especially with regard to the piiueiple laid down that “ in all matters relating 
to edneation, efficiency must he the first and paramount consideration." The circular letter of 
the Government of India on the subject of the Report was on the whole considered satisfactory. 
The appointment of the Indian Police Commission was viewed with general approval and 
■ evokeij widespread interest. Exception w'as taken to the Secretary of State's Despatch to the 
j eovermnent of India on the Report of the last Famine Commission and the Resolution of the 
Bombay Government in regard to tUe remission of famine arrears produced much hostile criticism. 

* This wap .however, abandoned on Sir James Moiiteath’s explanatory statement m Council which 
was considored sn.tisfaotca'y. The general plague policy of Government was not a subject of serious 

* complaint, but the admission of 26 European doctors for plague duty was .sharply critioised and 
the wholesale inoculation •oiitemplated by the Punjab Government ivas described as “ a gigantic 
mistake.’' The catastrophe at Mulkoval called fortli an outburst of indignation. The Native 
Press critioised the financial policy of Government with some acerbity, a certain class of papers 
attribntiuo' the budget surplus to the “ artificial currency policy." lord George Hamiltou's 
Uudget speech was termed “singularly optimistic." 'J’he action of the Viceroy in the 9th 
Lancers case was generally ajljilauded. The Tilak case evoked insinuations of prejudice from the 
Brahmin oriranB. The only legislative measures that seriously occupied the attention of the Native 
Press were the Sugar Duties Bill, the Oautouments House Accommodation Bill and the Civil 
Procedure Code Anendment Bill. The Sugar Duties Bill was regarded unfavourably and 
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alleged to Save* been passed in the interests of the Mauritian planier^. The CailtonmeT^ts 
House Accommodation Bill was denonneed as arbitrary and unjust. The insanitary' condition 
of the Airnedabad Municipality and the revised drainage scheme for Poona were freely 
discussed in thetPress. The operations of the Bombay City Improvement Trusty particularly 
the Colaba Eeclamation Scheme, met with the utmost 'opposition. Among topics rellting* 
to A'ative States the question of the Berars and the deposition of the Mahdrdja of ^anna, 
occupied prominent places. The Coronation List of British Honours was very»*i^!iourably 
received, but tbe Indian Honours List was adversely criticized as too meagre and not befitting * 
the occasion. * 

3. Arts and Sciences- 

Numerous additions were made to various sections of the Museum. The total number of 
visitors was 815,936 with a daily average attendance of a little over 2,606 as against 663,700 
visitors and a daily average of 2,136 in the previous year. The cost fell from Es. 10,362 to 
Es. 7,644. 

2. The total expenditure was Bs. 1,190 as against Es. 1,1SS in the jirevibus year,* 
Eeceipts were only Es. 1,335 against Es. 2,000. The closing balance amounted to Es. 1,65E.

1.- GOVERNMENT CENTRAL PRESS. *, ^ 

The gross earnings fell to Rs. 4,36,712 and the total expenditure, including wear and tear 
of plant and a book charge of Rs. 17,400 for the rent of the Press building, fell to 
Rs. 3,U8,04S, leaving a net profit to Government of Rs. 68,660. I'he decrease iu the earaings^,, 
was ehieily duo to the cessation of famine work and to the transfer of a pofti'OHiff*l!W*froK 
forms to the Yerdvda Prison Press. The decrease in expenditure was mainly due to the non- 
payment of grain compensation allowances and the absence of famine work. 


2.-GOVERNMENT PRINTING PRESS, KARACHI. 

The gross earnings fell from Rs. B7,542 to Rs, 49,9!)'i and the expenditure from Rs. 40,131 
to Rs. 38,8‘J4. The protits thus amounted to Rs. 11,100 against the previous year's record 
figures of Rs. 17,411. A large falling off of Es. 7,236 occurred under the heading of " English 
forms and hooks,” due almost entirely to the curtailment of repxorts and returns. 

3._G0VERNMENT PHOTOZINCOGRAPHIO OFFICE, POONA. 

During the year 1,665 district, tdluka and village maps were printed, the total number of 
copies struck off being 59,030 as compared with last year's figures of 2,026 mAps and 57,878 
copies. The iiumber of miscellaneous maps, forms, etc. printed amounted to 2,188, of which 
^ I,0j3,l3i Copies as against 861,292 in 1901-1902 were struck off. The hook value of official 
unpaid work rose to Rs. 95,901, xvhile the paid work realised Rs. 13,273 as against Rs. 22,754 
in the preceding year, the total value of the work turned oxxt at the office, inclusive of mis- 
cellaneous cash receipts, standing at Rs. 1,14,297 as against Rs. 1,10,318 for the previous year. 

Expenditui’e rose slightly from Rs. 77,279 to Rs. 79,152, leaving the Sffice with a 'Uredit 
balance of Rs. 35^144 as against Rs. 33,039 for 1901-1902.
